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Summary 

Although  droughts  in  Europe  and  Australia  have  been  considerably  relieved, 
current  monthly  outputs  of  milk  in  the  EC,  Australia,  and  the  USSR  have  not 
been  restored  to  year-earlier  levels,  and  milk  output  for  37  major  producing 
countries  during  I976  is  therefore  likely  to  be  little  if  any  higher  than 
the  383  million  tons  1/  produced  in  1975.    Thus,  despite  the  projected 
h  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  and  10  percent  in  New  Zealand,  the 
fairly  steady  increase  of  vrorld  milk  production  over  the  past    10  years  is 
essentially  halted  in  I976,  but  probably  only  temporarily. 

In  the  industrialized  countries  of  the  world,  the  dairy  supply  situations 
range  from  adequate  to  critical  surplus.    This  occurs  against  a  general 
background  of  support  prices  which,  in  practically  all  countries  emplojring 
them,  have  induced  ample  domestic  supplies.    Restrictions  in  international 
dairy  trade  and  limitations  on  the  quantities  of  dairy  products  that  can  be 
effectively  distributed  by  the  World  Food  Program"  and  by  bilateral  aid 
efforts  have  resulted  in  critically  large  stocks  of  nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM) 
in  many  coiintries  and  large  stocks  of  butter  in  some  countries. 

This  surplus  supply  situation,  which  is  not  a  sudden  development,  would 
have  been  more  acute  had  there  not  been  drought  in  mid-1976,  plus  low  pro- 
duction in  the  USSR  on  account  of  poor  crop  conditions  in  1975.    Canada,  and 
to  a  lesser  degree  Australia,  have  adapted  programs  to  control  the  imbalances 
within  their  countries.    On  the  other  hand,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Italy — 
deficit  countries  within  the  European  Community  (EC)  with  respect  to  dairy 
products --favor  increased  domestic  milk  production  as  a  means  of  conserving 
foreign  exchange. 

Dairy  cow  numbers  in  most  developed  countries  have  in  past  years  shown 
gradual  declines,  which,  however,  have  been  fully  or  partially  offset  by 
increases  in  production  per  cow.    Presently,  however,  this  declining  trend 
in  cow  numbers  is  slowed  by  depressed  markets  for  beef,  which  discourage 
severe  culling.    In  less  developed  countries,  where  there  is  pressure  to 
increase  domestic  food  production,  herds  are  increasing.  Particularly 
large  increases  in  I976  cow  numbers  have  been  estimated  for  Brazil,  India, 
and  mexico.

Butter  production  in  1976  in  the  37  major  countries  is  estimated  to 
rise  2  percent  (100,000  tons)  to  5,6  million  tons.    This  will  result 
principally  in  increased  stocks  (70,000  tons)  and  increased  exports  to 
countries  outside  the  reporting  group,  since  total  consumption  among 
the  reporting  countries  is  expected  to  decline  slightly.     Rising  retail 
prices  for  butter,  particularly  in  comparison  wdth  moderate  prices  for 
competing  food  fats,  are  a  factor  in  the  declining  consumption  trend, 
which- -particularly  if  adjusted  for  population  growth--has  been  continu- 
ous since  the  1973  peak  for  the  37  countries.    In  the  United  States  the 
downtrend  in  butter  consumption  has  been  evident  for  an  even  longer 
period,  and  has  reached  a  lower  level  (in  1976,  2  kilograms  per  person) 
than  in  most  European  countries. 

Cheese  production  continued  its  steady  rise  in  1976,  with  the  estimated 
37-country  output  reaching  7.^  million  tons,  3  percent  more  than  in  the 
year  before.    Among  the  major  manufactured  dairy  products,  it  alone  has 
enjoyed  a  steadily  increasing  demand,  with  generally  rising  consumption 
despite  prices  that  have  risen  with  the  costs  of  milk  and  other  inputs 
for  manufacture  and  distribution. 

Because  cheese  is  a  less  homogeneous  product  than  butter — the  other  major 
storable  fat -bearing  dairy  product --the  price  support  programs  of  most 
countries  focus  more  sharply  on  butter  than  on  cheese.    Possibly  for  this 
reason,  and  the  good  consumer  demand  for  cheese,  yearend  stocks  of  cheese 
are  not  projected  to  rise,  despite  the  production  increase.    The  steady 
stocks  may  also  be  a  result  of  self-imposed  production  quotas  that  pre- 
vailed in  some  West  European  countries  last  summer. 

NFDM  production  in  1976  (30  countries)  is  estimated  at  no  change  from 
the  1975  output  of  3.9  million  tons.    This  essentially  static  level  of 
production  limits  further  massive  buildup  of  stocks,  which  at  yearend  will 
be  2  million  tons,  equal  to  a  half-year's  production.    The  largest  increase 
in  NFDM  stocks  occurred  in  1975,  a  year  in  which  output  increased  11  percent. 

Although  production  of  NFDM  during  1976  is  not  duplicating  the  1975 
increase,  the  year's  output  significantly  exceeds  normal  commercial  use. 
The  large  production  and  stocks  will  encourage  stepped-up  programs  of 
shipment  for  food  aid,  particularly  by  the  United  States  and  the  EC,  and 
EC  programs  to  subsidize  NFDM  in  animal  feed. 

Because  of  unsatisfactory  commercial  returns  from  NFDM,  casein  production 
is  being  utilized  in  some  countries  as  an  alternative  outlet  for  liquid 
skim  milk. 


The  long-term  expansion  in  world  miUk  output  has  come  to  a  halt,  probably 
temporarily,  in  calendar  1976.    Total  milk  output  in  the  37  major  producing 
countries  is  changing  little  from  the  383  million  tons  produced  in  1975.  2/ 
Significant  production  declines  in  Canada,  Australia,  Poland,  and  especially 
the  USSR,  among  large  dairy  producers  are  expected  almost  to  offset  pro- 
spective production  gains  in  New  Zealand,  the  EC,  the  United  States,  Brazil, 
and  India.     (The  latter' s  gain  includes  milk  of  buffaloes.)

Milk 
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On  a  global  basis,  this  virtually  unchanged  output,  compared  vd.th  that 
for  1975 >  will  come  from  slightly  higher  cow  numbers  balanced  by  a  slightly 
reduced  rate  of  production  per  cow.     Dairy  herds  in  leading  producing 
countries  in  1976  have  shown  diverse  trends,  reflecting  varying  conditions 
of  feed  supply,  cattle  markets,  and  profitability  of  milk  production.  At 
the  same  time,  1976  estimated  changes  in  production  per  cow  have  ranged 
from  +7.8  percent  in  New  Zealand  to  -6.6  percent  in  the  USSR, 

Although  summer  drought  held  down  milk  output  in  widespread  sections  of 
Europe,  notably  France  and  the  low  countries,  it  had  little  effect  on  dairy 
surpluses.    In  Australia,  likewise,  the  major  dairy  states  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  country  were  plagued  by  a  severe  drought  that  cat  milk  production 
substantially.    New  Zealand,  however,  achieved  record  milk  production  in  its 
1975/1976  dairy  year  because  of  abundant  feedstuff s.    In  North  America  in 
1976,  Canadian  milk  output  has  been  down  sharply  following  the  imposition 
of    a  special  levy  on  over- quota  deliveries  of  manufacturing  milk.    In  the 
United  States,  higher  yields  per  cow  have  supported  an  expanding  milk 
production. 

Milk  output  in  South  America,  Asia,  and  the  non-EC  nations  of  Western  Europe 
has  been  growing  in  1976  as  a  result  of  larger  dairy  herds  and/or  improved 
output  per  cow. 

Early  forecasts  of  1977  world  milk  output  suggest  a  2  percent  increase, 
principally  from  a  large  boost  in  USSR  milk  output  coupled  with  moderate 
gains  among  most  other  major  producers. 

Milk  output  in  the  United  States  in  1976  will  exceed  the  52, U  million 
tons  of  the  previous  3  years  by  over  k  percent.    The  1976  gain  in  output  has 
resulted  mainly  from  larger  yields  per  cow,  which  were  caused  in  turn  by 
heavier  feeding  of  concentrates.    Also,  higher  milk  prices,  large  nmbers 
of  heifers  entering  the  dairy  herd,  and  lackluster  prices  for  slaughter 
cattle  have  encouraged  dairymen  not  to  reduce  their  herds.    The  support 
price  for  manufacturing  milk  was  increased  on  October  1  to  $8,26  per  100 
pounds--80  percent  of  parity--to  compensate  for  rising  costs  of  production, 

Canada ' s  industrial  milk  production  was  considerably  above  year-earlier 
levels  in  the  spring,  but  during  the  summer  and  fall  it  declined  sharply 
compared  with  the  year-earlier  totals.    This  shift  was  in  response  to  the 
supply-management  program  of  the  Canadian  Government  in  which,  beginning 
last  April,  the  delivery  quota  for  industrial  milk  was  reduced  by  5  percent 
in  order  to  ensure  that  production  be  kept  in  line  with  domestic  demand, 
A  heavy  penalty,  Gan$8,60  per  100  pounds,  was  imposed  to  discourage  over- 
quota  deliveries.    In  mid-October,  however,  the  industrial  milk  quota  was 
increased  by  an  annual  rate  of  O.U  billion  pounds,  bringing  the  total  quota 
to  9.9  billion  po\mds  on  an  annual  rate  basis.    This  move  was  to  assist 
those  producers  who  were  hardest  hit  by  the  previous  downward  changes.  The 
extra  quota  will  carry  t-ath  at  the  Can$2,66-per-100  pounds  federal  subsidy. 
Total  Canadian  milk  output  (fluid  use  plus  industrial)  in  I976  is  expected 
to  decline  2,5  percent  from  the  1975  total,  mostly  as  a  result  of  reduced 
cow  numbers,  which  are  estimated  to  be  down  h  percent. 

Milk  output  in  ?fexico  and  five  major  South  American  milk-producing 
countries  has  continued  a  steady  uptrend  in  1976.    Ifexico's  milk  output  is 
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seen  rising  by  U.5  percent  in  1976  ov/ing  to  a  larger  dairy  herd  and  adequate 
supplies  of  feed  and  fodder.     In  South  America  in  1976  a  7  percent  increase 
in  milk  output  is  expected  in  Brazil,  the  largest  producer.    Higher  milk 
pi-ices,  prompting  improved  management  and  an  expanding  dairy  herd,  are  a 
factor.    Other  significant  increases  in  milk  production,  traceable  in  part 
to  larger  dairy  herds  and  better  management,  are  expected  in  Venezuela 
(+2.0  percent)  and  Chile  (+6,8  percent).    In  Ecuador,  producer  and  con- 
sumer milk  prices  were  increased  in  late  September  to  overcome  a  fresh  milk 
deficit. 

Among  member  countries  of  the  EC,  the  impact  of  the  summer  drought  on  milk 
production  was  most  adverse  in  France,  Belgium- Luxembourg,  and  the  Netherlands. 
In  certain  sections  of  these  countries  milk  deliveries  were  sharply  reduced 
by  poor  forage  availabilities,  an  early  drying  and  culling  of  cows,  and  some 
liquidation  of  animals.    Except  in  particular  areas,  milk  output  in  Denmark, 
West  Germany,  Italy,  and  the  United  Kingdom  was  less  seriously  affected  by 
the  drought.    Ireland  stands  out  as  the  only  EC  country  to  have  escaped  the 
drought  completely. 

Milk  deliveries  in  the  EC  were  up  6  percent  in  the  first  half  of  1976. 
Third- quarter  deliveries  were  estimated  at  3.5-^  percent  below  those  in  the 
same  period  of  1975?  while  a  decline  of  2-3  percent  is  expected  in  the  fourth 
quarter  of  this  year.    Thus,  for  1976  as  a  whole  EC  milk  deliveries  are 
expected  to  be  1-1.5  percent  above  1975  levels.    The  EC  dairy  herd  is  esti- 
mated to  decline  by  no  more  than  250,000  head--less  than  1  percent --chiefly 
as  a  result  of  the  drought. 

In  mid-September  the  second  step  of  the  1976  EC  dairy  price  increase  came 
into  effect.    The  target  price  for  milk  was  raised  almost  3  percent,  supple- 
menting the  March  increase  of  i+.5  percent.    As  a  drought  relief  measure  in 
mid-October  the  U.K.  guaranteed  price  to  milk  producers  was  raised  2.3  per- 
cent on  an  annual  average  basis  to  the  equivalent  of  $7.55  per  100  pounds. 
This  is  higher  than  the  EC  target  price  applicable  to  the  U.K. 

Despite  the  general  milk  surplus  in  the  EC,  deficit  conditions  prevail 
in  the  UK  and  Italy;  both  wish  to  increase  milk  output  and  reduce  their 
need  for  dairy  product  imports.    Despite  drought,  both  the  U.K.  and  Italy 
are  likely  to  be  successful  in  this  effort  this  year.    However,  the  largest 
percentage  increase  in  EC's  1976  milk  production--8  percent--will  be  in 
Ireland,  where  both  cow  numbers  and  milk  yields  are  up. 

At  their  late  October  meeting,  the  EC  Council  of  Agricultural  Ministers 
deferred  action  on  a  proposed  dairy  refom  package  designed  to  eliminate 
gradually  the  EC's  costly  chronic  dairy  surplus. 

Milk  output  in  non-EC  West  European  countries  is  increasing  in  1976. 
Preliminary  data  indicate  that  the  8  countries  in  this  group  will  produce 
just  over  23  million  tons  of  milk  in  1976,  up  nearly  2  percent  from  1975 
levels,  with  increases  in  all  countries  except  Greece.    Higher  yields  per 
cow  are  mostly  responsible  for  the  rise  in  milk  output.    Cow  numbers  show 
little  change.    Spain,  the  largest  producer  in  the  group,  will  experience 
a  1  percent  increase  to  5.5  million  tons  in  1976,  mainly  owing  to  higher 
producer  milk  prices. 
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A  significant  decline- -possibly  amounting  to  6  percent  when  converted  to 
a  calendar  year  basis--occurred  in  USSR  1976  milk  production.    The  decline 
was  principally  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  following  the  poor  Soviet 
crop  outturn  in  1975.    From  January  through  September  1976,  factory  pro- 
duction of  whole  milk  products  from  the  State  sources  was  97  percent  of 
the  year-earlier  level.    Production  in  the  private  sector  is  believed  to 
have  suffered  more  than  in  the  State  sector.    Output  later  in  1976  and  in 
1977  is  expected  to  improve  steadily,  as  availability  of  feed  and  fodder  is 
improving.    In  the  socialized  sector  of  Soviet  agriculture,  cow  numbers  are 
now  increasing. 

Milk  output  among  five  major  East  Eui-opean  milk-producing  countries  will 
likely  decline  slightly  in  1976  but  still  be  nearly  35  million  tons.  The 
reduced  output  is  attributed  chiefly  to  the  summer  drought  suid  the  tight 
supplies  of  feedstuffs- -partially  related  to  the  Soviet  situation.  Milk 
output  in  Poland--the  largest  producer--is  forecast  to  fall  2.7  percent  to 
l6  million  tons  in  1976. 

On  account  of  the  reversal  of  seasons,  the  1976/1977  dairy  production 
year  in  Ocesinia  is  already  underway.    At  6.5  million  tons  New  Zealand's 
milk  output  in  the  year  ended  May  31,  1976,  was  the  highest  on  record, 
primarily  because  of  excellent  pastures  and  abundant  forage.    Milk  output 
in  the  current  dairy  year  is  expected  to  approximate  year-earlier  levels. 
To  accommodate  the  products  accumulating  from  the  large  milkflow, 
New  Zealand  continues  its  search  for  developable  markets  in  Asia,  Africa, 
and  South  America. 

From  the  beginning  of  its  1976/77  dairy  year  Australia' s  milk  output 
has  been  plagued  by  a  severe  drought  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country, 
which  includes  Victoria--the  major  dairy  State.    Milk  outturn  in  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1976,  was  down  3  percent  from  the  197^/1975  total  and  a 
further  substantial  decline  of  12  percent  is  forecast  for  the  current  year. 
All  of  the  decline  in  milk  output  has  been  reflected  in  lower  factory  use 
and  reduced  output  of  manufactured  products. 

The  drought  and  accompanying  economic  pressure  on  dairymen  are  expected 
to  bring  about  a  sizable  pemanent  reduction  in  Australian  milk  output--a 
drought  effect  which,  though  painful,  is  in  accord  with  long-term  develop- 
mental plans  that  have  been  recommended  by  Australian  farm  leaders.    As  a 
short-term  assistajice  measure  to  the  dairy  industry,  the  Australian 
Government  has  restored  partially  floor  prices  for  butter  and  cheese  for 
the  second  half  of  1976  after  having  dropped  them  earlier. 

In  Asia,  Japan ' s  milk  output  during  1976  is  seen  rising  to  a  record 
high  of  5.2  million  tons.    The  increase  is  attributed  to  a  growing  dairy 
herd  and  larger  yield  per  cow  spurred  by  a  higher  feeding  rate.    Milk  out- 
put in  India,  where  more  than  half  the  production  is  buffalo's  milk,  is 
expected  to  rise  k  percent  in  1976  to  more  than  26  million  tons. 


Butter 

At  5.6  million  tons,  1976  butter  output  in  37  major  producing  countries 
is  expected  to  expand  less  than  2  percent  from  year-earlier  levels. 
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Production  gains  in  the  EC,  New  Zealand,  and  Poland  vrLll  more  than  offset 
declines  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Australia.    Yearend  butter 
stocks--mostly  held  by  the  EC  and  New  Zealand--will  likely  exceed  those  of 
early  I976  by  ik  percent  (67,000  tons)  as  a  result  of  lower  consumption 
in  response  to  rising  retail  prices.    Butter  exports  (including  intra-EC 
shipments)  are  expected  to  rise  by  13  percent  in  I976,  mostly  as  a  result 
of  large  shipnents  originating  in  Oceania, 

In  the  United  States  the  unseasonally  tight  market  conditions  for  butter 
in  early  summer  have  been  relieved  and  the  short-term  outlook  is  for  ample 
supplies.    Butter  output  since  July  has  exceeded  year-earlier  levels  after 
rxmning  considerably  below  the  1975  total  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
The  rising  butter  output  resulted  from  the  summer  surge  in  milk  output 
and  the  more  recent  diversion  of  a  greater  portion  of  the  large  available 
supplies  of  milk  for  manufacturing  into  butter  production.    The  US  whole- 
sale price  of  butter  fell  almost  I8  cents  per  pound  from  mid- July  to  mid- 
October,  reaching  the  new  (October)  support  level  of  92.75  cents  per  pound 
(New  York).    As  a  consequence,  offerings  have  been  made  to  CCC  under  price 
support. 

The  troublesome  EC  butter  stocks  were  not  reduced  by  the  summer  drought. 
Encouraged  by  intervention  prices  that  by  September  were  6.8  percent  higher 
than  those  of  last  year,  production  was  not  severely  reduced.  Discouraged 
by  high  retail  prices,  consumption  continues  to  stagnate  and  stocks  remain 
very  burdensome.    Butter  production  was  up  ik  percent  in  the  first  half  of 
1976,  but  is  expected  to  decline  8  percent  in  the  second  half.    Thus,  the 
total  1976  increase  in  butter  production  is  estimated  at  5.5  percent.  Since 
late  summer,  the  Community's  intervention  butter  stocks  have  exceeded  UOO,000 
tons  and  a  major  seasonal  decline  is  not  expected  until  yearend.    The  EC 
butter  situation  is  expected  to  become  even  worse  in  1977  when  the  U.K.,  the 
world's  largest  importer,  will  complete  its  adjustment  of  internal  prices  to 
EC  levels,  and  retail  prices  will  be  brought  into  line  with  those  of  the 
rest  of  the  Community.    In  the  first  7  months  of  1976  U.K.  imports  of  butter 
from  other  EC  countries  dropped  by  more  than  one-fifth.    A  10  percent  drop 
in  butter  consumption  was  largely  responsible  for  the  reduced  imports. 
The  smaller  butter  offtake  resulted  from  a  26  percent  rise  in  retail  prices 
caused  by  transitional  price  adjustments,  a  cut  in  the  consumer  subsidy, 
and  higher  intervention  prices, 

Australian  butter  output  in  1976/77  will  probably  be  one-fifth  below  the 
li+8,000  tons  of  1975/76,  following  drought -reduced  milk  deliveries  and  the 
priority  given  to  cheese  manufacture.    New  Zealand,  however,  is  channeling 
less  manufacturing  milk:  into  cheese,  and  thus  more  milkfat  is  available 
for  butter  production.    In  its  1976/77  dairy  year  New  Zealand  expects  to 
produce  a  near-record  265,000  tons  of  butter  and  to  export  a  record  level 
of  220,000  tons,  leaving  stocks  practically  unchanged. 

After  exceeding  year-earlier  levels  considerably  in  the  first  k  months  of 
1976,  Canadian  butter  production  has  diminished  as  a  result  of  reduced  milk 
deliveries.    For  I976  as  a  whole,  Canadian  butter  output  probably  will 
decline  5  percent  from  1975  levels  and  stocks  will  dwindle  by  nearly  one- 
fourth. 
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Cheese 


Cheese  output  in  37  principal  producing  countries  in  I976  is  estimated 
to  reach  a  record  7,h  million  tons,  3  percent  more  than  in  1975.    The  net 
increase  is  almost  fully  accounted  for  by  a  substantial  gain  of  nearly 
200,000  tons  in  U.S.  cheese  output.    World  cheese  consmption  has  continued 
growing  in  1976,  increasing  2.5  percent  in  spite  of  rising  retail  prices 
in  most  Western  market  countries.    Cheese  stocks — mostly  held  in  the  EC  and 
the  United  States--are  expected  to  decline  by  1  or  2  percent  during  I976, 
reaching  726,000  tons  at  yearend.    Cheese  exports  in  I976  will  likely 
expand  by  8  percent,  mainly  owing  to  increased  intra-EC  shipments. 

Cheese  output  in  the  United  States  during  1976  will  reach  a  record  level 
of  nearly  1,5  million  tons,  reflecting  increased  milk  output.    The  U.S. 
wholesale  price  of  cheese  was  high  in  the  first  half  of  1976,  but  declined 
after  August.    The  decline  continued  until  reaching  the  new  support  level 
of  92.5  cents  per  pound  (New  York)  in  October.    Support  purchases  have 
occurred  since.    Approaching  200,000  tons,  U.S.  cheese  stocks  at  yearend 
will  be  ample. 

During  1976,  EC_ cheese  production  vri.ll  reacn  nearly  3  million  tons, 
increasing  about  0.5  percent  from  the  1975  level--a  smaller  increase  than 
for  other  major  dairy  products,    EC  cheese  production  was  somewhat  restrained 
daring  the  first  half  of  I976,  but  price  recovery  in  late  summer  brought 
about  increased  production.    Excepting  only  certain  Italian  cheeses,  for 
which  intervention  prices  exist,  the  availability  of  milk  to  EC  cheese 
makers  will  increase  only  if  the  cheese  price  is  as  profitable  as  prices  of 
butter  and  NFDM,  which  are  supported.     Reflecting  an  overall  firm  demsuid, 
EC  cheese  consumption  in  1976  is  estimated  to  grow  at  a  higher  rate  than 
production.    Cheese  stocks  consequently  may  decline  to  260,000  tons  at 
yearend.    Most  EC  cheese  trade  is  comprised  of  shipments  within  the  Community. 

Among  other  West  European  countries,  Switzerland  in  1976  will  remain  the 
largest  trader,  with  production  and  exports  approximating  1975  levels. 

CLeese  output  in  Australia  rose  by  one-eighth  in  1975/76  to  112,000  tons 
as  more  milk  flowed  into  cheese  manufacture.    Cheese  exports  were  rather 
disappointing  on  account  of  large  stocks  on  the  world  market  and  low 
prices.    Shipments  of  32,000  tons  were  somewhat  below  year-earlier  levels. 
Similar  production  but  improved  export  levels  are  expected  for  1976/77. 
New  Zealand's  production  and  exports  of  cheese  rose  considerably  in  its 
1975/76  dairy  year.    Production  gained  nearly  20  percent  because  of  the 
large  available  milk  supplies,  and  exports  climbed  by  more  than  one- 
quarter.    Both  production  and  exports  are  expected  to  decline  sharply, 
however,  in  1976/77,  since  New  Zealand  has  been  channeling  more  milk  into 
butter-casein  rather  than  cheese  production.    Reflecting  the  reduced  milk 
deliveries,  Canada ' s  cheese  production  in  1976  will  probably  be  6  percent 
below  1975 's. 

Nonfat  Dry  Milk 

VJith  production  of  about  3.9  million  tons  in  30  major  producing  countries 
in  1976,  the  long-time  strong  upward  trend  in  production  of  NFDM  is  slowed-- 
at  least  temporarily.    Major  production  declines  in  North  America  and  Oceania 
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almost  fully  offset  moderate  increases  in  South  America  and  Europe. 

Utilization  of  NFDM  in  I976  is  growing  largely  because  of  the  EC's 
concentrated  efforts,  which  include  programs  for  use  of  NFDM  in  animal 
feed  as  well  as  food  aid  programs.    Accumulation  of  world  stocks  of  NFDM 
during  I976  has  been  at  a  much  slower  pace  than  in  1975  because  production 
has  more  or  less  stabilized  and  disposal  programs  are  more  vigorous,  A 
7  percent  increase  over  the  early-1976  level  is  in  sight  for  yearend  NFDM 
stocks,  which  likely  will  exceed  2  million  tons. 

Despite  the  difficult  market  situation,  production  of  NFDM  in  the  EC 
continued  to  rise  in  I976  as  a  reflection  of  total  milk,  production,  which 
responds  to  intervention  price  increases,    NFDM  output  was  up  I7  percent 
in  first-half  1976,  but  is  expected  to  be  down  12  percent  in  the  second 
half  and  up  probably  k  percent  overall.    Since  September,  the  EC  intervention 
price  for  NFDM  has  been  3  percent  above  last  year's. 

After  almost  7  months  of  operation,  the  EC  scheme  to  force  the  admixture 
of  NFDM  into  animal  feeds  by  imposing  a  refundable  levy  on  competing 
vegetable  protein  ingredients  was  allowed  to  terminate  on  its  originally 
scheduled  date,  October  31,  1976.    The  target  for  this  program  was  U00,000 
tons,  but  only  slightly  more  than  300,000  tons  were  denatured.    To  secure 
further  relief  from  its  burdensome  stockpile  of  NFDM,  for  November  I976- 
January  1977  the  EC  is  offering  intervention  NFDM  to  animal  feed  manufacturers 
at  a  highly  subsidized  price  of  about  10  cents  per  pound,  with  adjustments 
for  local  currency  situations.     Intervention  NFDM  at  this  price  will  compete 
directly  with  imported  soybean  meal.    This  extended  disposal  program  is 
expected  to  draw  down  NFDM  inteivention  stocks  by  a  further  100,000  tons. 

As  a  part  of  the  massive  program  to  dispose  of  stocks  and  in  addition  to 
the  feed  mixing  schemes,  the  EC  expects  exports  of  NFM  to  total  almost 
150,000  tons  in  1976,  including  food  aid.     Despite  the  EC's  efforts  to  re- 
duce its  heavy  surpluses,  NFDM  stocks  at  yearend  may  not  be  lower  than  the 
be ginning -19 76  level  of  1.2  million  tons,  equivalent  to  nearly  two-thirds 
of  the  EC's  annual  production. 

Since  mid-summer,  monthly  production  of  NFDM  in  the  United  States  has 
exceeded  year-earlier  levels,  in  contrast  to  the  reverse  situation  that 
prevailed  earlier  in  the  year.    This  pattern  practically  parallels  changes 
in  monthly  butter  production.    Output  for  the  entire  year  will  probably 
be  one-tenth  below  the  1975  level.    Throughout  1976,  the  wholesale  price 
of  NFDM  has  been  close  to  its  62.U-cents-per-pound  support  purchase  price-- 
the  support  level  that  has  been  in  effect  since  October  1975.  Uncommitted 
Government  stocks  amounted  to  l80,000  tons  in  early  November,  but  this 
level  may  be  reduced  by  commitment  of  remaining  authorizations  of  about 
20,000  tons  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  I976  under  Title  II  of  P.L.  U80-- 
the  Food  for  Peace  Program. 

Canadian  NFDM  output,  which  was  exceptionally  high  in  the  first  quarter 
of  1976,  declined  relative  to  the  1975  level  throughout  the  rest  of  the 
year,  following  the  lower  supplies  of  manufacturing  milk:,  and  output  for 
1976  will  likely  be  h  percent  below  1975. 

In  the  Southern  Hemisphere  in  I975/76,  NFDM  output  was  substantially 
lower  than  in  the  year  before.    In  Australia,  less  milk  was  available  for 
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butter-powder  production,  while  in  New  Zealand  more  liquid  skim  milk 
was  channeled  into  casein.    In  1976/77,  Australian  NFDM  output  again  will 
decline  sharply,  possibly  by  one-fifth,  reflecting  the  drought -reduced 
milk  deliveries.    In  New  Zealand  in  1976/77,  NFDM  output  is  forecast  to 
rise  slightly. 

Casein 

In  countries  where  price  or  subsidy  conditions  make  casein  production 
practical,  total  I976  output  is  estimated  to  exceed  1975 's.    The  following 
table  presents  current  FAS  production  estimates  for  selected  countries  :

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U.S.  DAIRY  TRADE  DEFICIT 
INifcREASED  IN  FISCAL  1976  l"). 

Summary 

U.S.  dairy  exports  declined  in  fiscal  1976  (July 
1975  through  June  1976)  while  imports  rose.  The  re- 
duced exports  reflected  the  low  level  of  P.L.  480 
donations  of  nonfat  dry  nuUc  (NFDM).  At  S95  mil- 
lion, U.S.  dairy  exports  in  fiscal  1976  were  nearly 
one-fifth  below  those  of  fiscal  1975,  but  about 
double  the  fiscal  1974  level.  The  decline  was  mostly 
in  the  category  NFDM;  exports  of  other  dairy  cate- 
gories, totaling  S60  miUion  in  fiscal  1976,  were  up  5 
percent  from  those  of  the  year  before. 

Imports,  on  the  other  hand,  recovered  from 
their  sharp  decline  of  the  preceding  year,  and,  at  1.6 
percent  of  total  U.S.  miUc  production  (mUk  fat 
equivalent  basis),  were  about  in  line  with  pre-1973 
levels.  Fiscal  1976  dairy  imports  totaled  S243  mil- 
lion, of  which  SI 86  miUion  was  cheese.  Of  the 
cheeses,  46  percent  (by  weight)  was  of  categories 
regulated  by  quotas,  while  the  remainder  was  unre- 
stricted. 

Reflecting  the  larger  imports  and  the  smaller 
exports,  the  U.S.  dairy  trade  deficit  in  fiscal  1976  was 
up  three-fifths  from  year-earUer  level,  reaching  $148 
million. 

Exports 

U.S.  dairy  exports  in  fiscal  1976  declined  from 
those  of  the  preceding  year  in  both  value  and 
quantity.  During  fiscal  1976  they  shrank  18  percent 
in  value  (from  $116  miUion  to  $95  million),  and  16 
percent  in  product  weight  (from  240  million  to  201 
miUion  pounds).  Most  of  the  decline  resulted  from 
sharply  reduced  NFDM  shipments;  additional  fac- 
tors were  reduced  exports  of  dry  whole  milk  and 
infants'  dietary  supplement.  The  decline  in  exports 
of  these  dairy  items  in  fiscal  1976  was  partially 
offset  by  a  35  percent  increase  in  evaporated  mUk, 
and  smaller  increases  in  fresh  milk  and  cream  and 
some  other  products. 

Reversing  the  upward  trend  of  the  previous 
year,  shipments  of  NFDM,  the  major  item,  shrank 
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two-fifths  in  fiscal  1976  to  62  million  pounds  valued 
at  S35  million.  Most  of  these  shipments  were  under 
P.L.  480,  Title  II  (the  Food  for  Peace  Program),  and 
were  drawn  from  large  Government-owned  stocks. 
The  Philippines,  the  major  recipient,  obtained  some 
$5.5  million  worth  of  NFDM,  while  Algeria,  India, 
Morocco,  the  Sudan,  Guatemala,  and  Egypt  re- 
ceived half  of  the  rest. 

Infants'  dietary  supplements,  valued  at  $17 
million,  were  the  second  largest  dairy  export  product, 
but  they  declined  17  percent  in  value  and  29  percent 
in  volume  in  fiscal  1976.  They  went  mainly  to  the 
Republic  of  China  (Taiwan),  Hong  Kong,  Peru,  and 
Canada. 

Evaporated  milk,  the  third  largest  export  item 
at  $17  million,  gained  one-fifth  in  quantity  and  over 
one-third  in  value  above  the  1975  fiscal  level,  with 
91  percent  of  all  shipments  going  to  Mexico. 

At  $9.5  million,  dry  whole  milk  exports  in 
fiscal  1976  declined  11  percent  in  both  value  and 
quantity  from  year-earUer  levels.  About  one-half  of 
the  total  went  to  Japan  and  Mexico. 

The  value  of  cheese  exports  rose  nearly  19  per- 
cent in  fiscal  1976,  approaching  $11  mflUon.  Canada, 
Panama,  and  Japan,  the  main  destinations,  received 
more  than  one-half  of  the  total.  The  total  volume 
rose  7  percent;  thus  about  half  of  the  value  increase 
was  due  to  the  increased  average  price. 

Butter  exports  decUned  further  in  fiscal  1976, 
and  have  not  been  a  significant  U.S.  export  item  for 
some  years.  The  $700,000  butter  exports  of  fiscal 
1976  went  mostly  to  Mexico,  Honduras,  and  the 
Bahamas. 

Imports 

U.S.  dairy  product  imports  increased  consider- 
ably in  fiscal  1976,  in  contrast  to  the  sharp  decline 
the  year  before.  At  $243  million,  they  were  up  one- 
sixth  in  value,  and  were  one-seventh  greater  in  quan- 
tity (miUc-fat  equivalent  basis)  than  the  year  before. 


Larger  imports  of  cheese  contributed  most  to  the  in- 
crease although  imports  of  casein,  fresh  mUk  and 
cream,  and  butter  fat  mixtures  also  registered  some 
gains. 

Cheese  imports  comprised  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  value  of  aU  dairy  imports.  They 
amounted  to  $186  million  in  fiscal  1976,  up  one-fifth 
from  fiscal  1975  levels.  The  European  Community 
(EC)  supplied  nearly  one-half  of  the  total  with 
Norway,  Austria,  Switzerland,  Finland,  and  New  Zea- 
land shipping  most  of  the  rest. 

The  U.S.  market  was  attractive  especially  for 
foreign  cheeses  originating  in  countries  that  sub- 
sidize exports.  Under  provisions  of  the  1974  Trade 
Act  the  U.S.  Government  secured  agreements  from 
five  countries  (Austria,  Switzerland,  Norway,  Fin- 
land, and  Sweden)  to  limit  the  subsidies  paid  on 
cheeses  exported  to  the  United  States.  Together  with 
an  earlier  agreement  made  with  the  EC,  the  resulting 
agreements  eliminate  or  substantially  reduce  subsidies 
on   most   cheese   imports   from   Western  Europe. 

Cheese  imports  from  the  EC,  the  main  source, 
rose  to  $87  million  in  fiscal  1976,  and  were  46  per- 


cent of  the  total.  A  16  percent  increase  in  average 
per-pound  values,  reflecting  reduced  subsidy  levels, 
more  than  offset  an  8  percent  decline  in  quantity 
shipped.  Pecorino,  Edam  and  Gouda,  Swiss,  and  a 
basket  category  of  "other  cheeses"  constituted  more 
than  four-fifths  of  the  total  value  of  cheese  imports 
from  the  EC.  Cheese  imports  from  all  other  major 
countries  increased  in  varying  degrees,  both  in  value 
and  quantity  in  fiscal  1976. 

Imports  of  casein,  the  second  largest  dairy 
import  item,  rose  30  percent  in  fiscal  1976,  to  86  mil- 
lion pounds.  Even  at  this  level,  however,  casein  im- 
ports were  about  25  percent  below  the  1969-73 
average.  Total  value,  at  $47  million,  was  up  only  3 
percent  from  that  of  fiscal  1975,  because  of  a  drop  of 
about  one-fifth  in  average  prices.  Casein  imports  origi- 
nating in  Oceania  more  than  doubled  in  fiscal  1976, 
accounting  for  over  three-fifths  of  the  total  value. 
The  EC,  which  provided  one-half  of  the  total  in  fiscal 
1975,  reduced  its  fiscal  1976  shipments  by  almost 
three-fourths. 

Imports  of  fresh  milk  and  cream,  the  third 
major  dairy  import  item,  were  valued  at  over  $5 
million  and  exceeded  fiscal  1975  levels  by  one-half.

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^  WORLD  MILK  PRODUCTION  FORECAST 
TO  RISE  FRACTIONALLY  IN  I976  ^ 

ST3MMARY 

Potential  effects  of  drought  and  other  adversity  on  milk  production  have 
reduced  current  estimates  of  1976  milk  production  from  the  level  indicated 
3  months  earlier.    Changes  in  estimates  have  also  followed  dairy  policy 
developments  in  Canada  and  Australia,  while  European  Community  (EC)  policy 
proposals  now  being  discussed  may  influence  production  in  the  future. 

Although  somewhat  below  the  preceding  I976  estimate,  the  cu2:rent  outlook 
shows  larger  calendar-year  milk  production  th-an  the  1975  outturn,  and  pros- 
pects are  that  the  worldwide  surplus  of  nonfat  dry  milk  (NFDM)  will  continue. 
In  addition,  stocks  of  butter  and  cheese  in  EC  countries  (except  the  United 
Kingdom)  will  continue  to  rise. 


Milk  production  as  estimated  in  mid-June  I976  is  only  fractionally  higher 
(0.5  percent)  than  the  38I  million  metric  tons  produced  in  1975  in  the  37 
countries  for  which  data  are  available.    However,  for  many  countries  pro- 
duction in  the  second  half  of  the  year  will  be  below  that  of  1975,  while 
January- Jun^  output  exceeded  comparable  1975  output. 

Drought  is  holding  down  milk  production  in  at  least  parts  of  most  EC  coun- 
tries and  in  Australia  (particularly  Victoria,  the  most  important  dairy 
state).    The  1976  drought  seriously  reduced  forage  harvests,  thus  potentially 
reducing  fall  and  winter  EC  milk  production,  as  well  as  current  output.  But 
for  the  drought,  EC  milk  production  for  I976  would  show  a  much  larger  in- 
crease than  the  2  percent  gain  now  expected  over  1975 's  98-million-ton  output. 
USSR  production  also  is  down,  because  of  deficiencies  in  feed  supply  related 
to  shortages  following  the  1975  growing  season. 

The  policy  shifts  that  are  moving  milk  production  away  from  past  trends 
are  principally  in  Australia  and  Canada,  although  the  EC  is  also  debating 
policy  innovations. 


MILK 


In  spite  of  a  severe  drought  in  certain  sections  of  Western  Europe  and 
Southern  Australia,  milk  output  in  1976  among  the  major  producing  countries 


is  expected  to  exceed  the  38I  million  tons  of  1975  "by  about  0.5  percent. 
The  higher  production  results  from  slightly  increased  cow  numbers  and 
sustained  levels  of  output  per  cow,  on  a  worldwide  average  "basis.  Rather 
firm  prospective  production  gains  in  the  United  States  and  ITew  Zealand 
provide  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  prospective  net  increase.    A  less  cer- 
tain prospective  increase  of  about  the  same  magnitude  is  possible  for  197^ 
in  the  EC,  but  the  drought  still  presents  an  imcertainty.    Partly  offset- 
ting major  declines  are  expected  in  Canada,  the  USSR,  and  Australia. 

In  the  United  States,  milk  output  from  January  through  July  was  up  3*5 
percent  relative  to  levels  a  year  earlier,  becaiise  of  higher  yields  per 
cow  caused  in  turn  by  a  favorable  milk-feed  price  relationship.  Milk 
output  for  the  year  is  expected  to  exceed  the  52.1+  million  tons  of  the 
year  earlier  by  more  than  2  percent  as  higher  yields  per  cow  will  continue 
to  offset  a  very  small  decline  in  cow  numbers.    Wholesale  prices  of  cheese 
and  butter  rose  sharply  in  June  and  July,  and  were  well  above  support  purchase 
levels  in  early  August.    However,  the  price  of  NEDM  was  at  the  Government- 
purchase  level. 

In  Canada,  industrial  milk  production  is  expected  to  decline  sharply 
through  the  rest  of  the  year  as  Canadian  dairymen  adjust  operations  to 
the  new  Federal  policy  for  industrial  milk.     In  order  to  eliminate  over- 
production of  milk  and  dairy  products,  the  supply  management  program  of 
the  Canadian  Government  has  set  a  delivery  quota  for  industrial  milk  this 
marketing  year  of  9*5  billion  poimds,  5  percent  below  the  year-earlier  quota. 
A  special  levy  amounting  to  C$8. 60  per  100  pounds  was  initially  imposed  on 
all  overquota  deliveries.    This  levy  confiscates  the  producer's  returns  on 
milk  in  that  category. 

Output  of  manufactured  dairy  products  (and  presumably  deliveries  of 
industrial  milk)  for  May  and  June  1976  were  h  and  12  percent,  respectively, 
below  levels  of  a  year  earlier.     The  indicated  reduction  in  industrial  milk 
production  is  expected  to  continue  during  the  second  half  of  the  year. 
Official  Canadian  expectations  regarding  extension  of  this  downward  produc- 
tion trend  are  so  firm  that  in  early  Au^st  the  penalty  provision  of  the 
supply  management  program  was  somewhat  relaxed.  -  For  1976  as  a  whole, 
Canada's  milk  output  (for  fluid  as  well  as  industrial  purposes)  is  ex- 
pected to  decline  almost  5  percent  from  the  1975  level,  when  production 
was  8.0  million  tons. 

Milk  output  in  Mexico  and  selected  South  American  countries  in  1976  is 
expected  to  continue  its  long  and  steady  upward  trend.     This  is  chiefly  a 
result  of  larger  dairy  herds  and  improved  management,  which  reflect  expan- 
sionary government  policies. 

In  the  EC,  this  simmer's  severe  drought  in  northwestern  France,  south- 
eastern England,  Italy's  Po  Yalley,  and  certain  sections  in  West  Germany, 
the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  Lioxembourg,  has  sharply  reduced  milk  produc- 
tion increases  from  the  exceptional  gains  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 
In  the  worst-hit  areas,  milk  output  has  fallen  sharply  and  dairy  farmers 
have  sold  some  cows  because  of  the  poor  past-ure  condition  and  high  feed  costs. 
For  the  year,  EC  milk  production  is  expected  to  exceed  year-earlier  levels, 
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which  totaled  98  million  tons,  but  "by  no  more  than  2  percent;  declines  in 
the  remainder  of  I976  are  not  likely  to  offset  fully  the  cumulative  pro- 
duction increase  achieved  from  January  through  early  summer. 

Even  with  this  year's  drought,  however,  supplies  of  dairy  products  will 
exceed  demand.    And,  in  the  absence  of  policy  adjustments,  the  EC  Commission 
concedes  that  the  chronic  dairy  surplxxses  will  worsen  in  years  ahead  as  a 
result  of  increased  milk  production  and  other  factors,  including  restricted 
consumption.     In  order  eventually  to  balance  dairy  supplies  and  demand,  the 
EC  Commission  has  submitted  to  the  Council  of  Agricult\aral  Ministers  a  pro- 
gram of  action  which  proposes  for  1977-1980: 

1.  Reducing  the  dairy  herd  by  introducing  a  Community  system  of  premiums 
for  nondelivery  of  milk. 

2.  Suspending  National  Aid  and  Community  Aids  in  the  milk  sector  for  3 
years . 

3.  Imposing  a  levy  on  milk  deliveries.    This  so-called  "co-responsibility 
measiare"  is  intended  to  discourage  production  and  provide  funds  for  financing 
item  {k)  below,  as  well  as  other  functions. 

Enlarging  of  EC  dairy  markets  at  home  and  abroad. 

5.    Levying  a  tax  on  both  imported  and  domestic  vegetable,  fish,  and 
marine  fats  and  oils  to  encourage  milk-fat  consumption  !/• 

In  mid- July,  the  Council  discussed  briefly  the  proposed  dairy  reform  package 
but  decided  to  take  no  position  until  its  next  meeting,  scheduled  for  late 
September,  when  drought  effects  presumably  can  be  evaluated.     If  this  program 
is  approved  and  implemented  even  in  part,  it  could  help  to  reduce  gradually 
the  current  high  cost  of  the  EC's  dairy-support  programs.     These  programs  tie 
to  the  EC's  chronic  dairy  s\irplus,  which  the  Commission  estimates  at  10  per- 
cent above  consumption. 

Milk  output  in  non-EC  Vest  European  comtries  is  expected  to  show  a  small 
increase  in  1976.    The  8  countries  in  this  group  for  which  reports  are  avail- 
able produced  23  million  tons  of  milk  in  1975-     The  most  noticeable  1976 
gains  will  probably  occiir  in  Finland,  Switzerland,  and  Sweden.  Greece, 
Norway,  and  Port"ugal  are  expected  to  experience  small  declines. 

USSR  milk  output  in  1976  is  expected  to  decline  about  3  percent  from  the 
91  million  tons  of  1975>  mainly  because  of  shortages  of  feed  and  fodder. 
Milk-flow  to  factory-manufactured  products  in  January-July  was  3  percent 
below  that  of  1975 >  although  milk  output  in  the  socialized  sector  thro\igh 
14ay  had  been  down  by  a  larger  percentage.    With  an  expected  larger  supply 
of  feed,  output  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  is  expected  to  improve 
relative  to  the  restricted  output  in  the  fall  of  1975 •

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Milk  output  in  Eastern  Europe  in  1976  probably  will  about  regain  the  197U 
level  after  having  shown  a  small  decline  in  1975 »  when  for  five  countries  it 
was  35  million  tons . 

Milk  production  in  M"ew  Zealand  continued  to  increase  in  the  year  ended 
May  31 5  reaching  G.k  million  tons.    The  gain,  from  5*9  million  the  year  before 
was  primarily  because  of  excellent  pastures  and  abundant  forage.    Because  of 
the  current  depressed  world  dairy  market,  New  Zealand  is  now  cutting  back  on 
NPDM  and  cheese  production  and  instead  is  encouraging  casein  and  butter  pro- 
duction. 

Australian  milk  output  currently  is  plagued  by  a  severe  drought  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  country.     In  the  worst-hit  state,  Victoria,  there  are 
shortages  of  fluid  milk.     Some  dairymen  are  reducing  their  herds  because  of 
high  feed  costs,  while  others  are  leaving  dairying  pennanently.    A  State 
program  reimburses  farmers  who  sacrifice  poor-condition  cows  from  their  herds. 

Australian  milk  output  in  the  year  ended  June  30>  1976?  at  6.1|  million  tons, 
was  k  percent  below  year-earlier  levels  and  output  in  the  coming  season  is 
expected  to  decline  an  additional  11  percent  to  5«7  million  tons.     The  impact 
of  the  drought  is  expected  to  reinforce  movement  toward  the  Australian  Agri- 
cultural Council's  long-term  goal  of  reducing  dairy  output  permanently  to 
5.1|.  million  tons,  despite  the  reintroduction  of  price  floors  for  EFDM  and 
butter. 


BUTTER 

Butter  production  in  the  37  major  producing  countries  is  forecast  to  reach 
a  record  5*6  million  tons  in  197^,  up  about  0.5  percent  from  levels  a  year 
earlier,  mainly  stimijlated  by  the  incentive  of  price  supports.  Production 
gains  in  the  EC,  Poland,  and  ITew  Zealand  are  expected  to  contribute  most  to 
the  increase.     In  most  countries,  stocks  of  butter  will  likely  accumulate 
during  197^  as  a  result  of  increased  production  and  lower  consumption.  Year- 
end  stocks — mostly  held  by  the  EC  and  New  Zealand — will  probably  exceed  the 
January  1976  level  of  kl 3^000  tons  by  about  25  percent. 

In  the  United  States,  the  price  of  butter  rose  about  I6  cents  per  pound  in 
June  and  July,  reflecting  a  rather  tight  supply  situation.     The  unusually 
sharp  price  increase  at  this  time  of  the  year  is  attributed  primarily  to 
attempts  of  users  to  build  inventories  and  to  reduced  production  (down  8  per- 
cent in  the  first  half  of  the  year)  resulting  from  less  diversion  of  the 
springtime  supply  of  manufacturing  milk  into  butter-powder  production. 

Prospects  for  the  EC  butter  market  this  year  are  not  bright.  Production 
is  expected  to  exceed  the  1.7  million  tons  of  1975 »  primarily  in  response 
to  a  6.8  percent  higher  intervention  price.     Since  commercial  demand  for 
butter  is  saturated,  the  increased  output  results  in  additional  stocks  that 
are  causing  concern  within  the  Community.    As  of  late  July,  EC  butter  inven- 
tories exceeded  380,000  tons  and  yearend  stocks  may  approach  1+00,000  tons, 
the  highest  level  since  1972.    A  decreased  first-half  offtake  by  the  United 
Kingdom  of  butter  from  other  EC  members  is  a  factor  in  the  increase  in  stocks. 
Increases  earlier  this  year  in  U.K.  milk  production  were  channeled  into  butter 
powder  production,  thus  reducing  import  needs.    Also,  domestic  British 


consumption  of  butter  is  expected  to  decline  in  1976.    Retail  prices  rose  in 
March  "because  of  transitional  price  adjustments,  again  in  June  when  the  con- 
sumer subsidy  was  cut,  and  in  September  a  midseason  intervention  price  in- 
crease is  expected.     Later  this  year,  when  the  milk-flow  shrinks  further, 
the  U.K.  Milk  Marketing  Board  expects  to  channel  milk  beyond  fluid  needs 
almost  exclusively  to  cheese  manufacture  at  the  expense  of  butter-powder 
output . 

In  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  Australian  butter  output  in  1976/77  will  be 
sharply  down  from  the  114.7,000  tons  of  1975/76,  following  the  reduced  milk 
deliveries  and  the  priority  given  to  cheese  manufacture.    New  Zealand,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  increasing  its  butter  production  and  stocks  are  expected 
to  exceed  100,000  tons  by  yearend.    For  3  more  years  (1978-I98O)  New  Zealand 
has  secured  prefeired  access  to  the  British  butter  market  for  a  gradually 
declining  quantity  averaging  120,000  tons  per  year.    But  in  order  to  protect 
EC  producers  in  the  face  of  probable  falls  in  U.K.  consumption,  New  Zealand 
deliveries  above  25  percent  of  U.K.  retail  offtake  will  automatically  be 
earmarked  for  processing,  as  in  ice  cream  or  baked  goods. 

CHEESE 

Production  of  cheese  in  the  37  principal  producing  coimtries  is  expected 
to  continue  expanding  in  1976,  possibly  rising  3  percent  from  the  7-2  mil- 
lion tons  of  the  year  before.    This  production  increase  is  attributed 
primarily  to  the  relatively  attractive  prices  that  result  from  firm  consumer 
demand.    The  upward  trend  in  cheese  consumption  may  continue  in  1976,  but  at 
a  slower  rate,  since  retail  prices  are  rising  in  most  Western  market  coun- 
tries.   Cheese  stocks — mostly  held  by  the  EC  and  the  United  States — are  not 
expected  to  grow  during  1976.    World  trade  in  cheese  probably  will  increase 
in  1976  as  a  result  of  larger  intra-EC  shipments  and  increased  Australian 
exports.     Japan  is  the  major  outlet  for  Australian  cheese,  taking  over  half 
of  total  export  sales. 

The  wholesale  price  of  cheese  in  the  United  States  rose  about  11  cents  per 
po\md  in  June  and  July,  reflecting  strong  demand.     Increased  production 
reflected  relatively  attractive  returns.     In  the  first  6  months  of  the  year 
production  of  American  cheese  in  the  United  States  exceeded  year-earlier 
levels  by  one-fifth,  as  a  greater  proportion  of  springtime  supplies  of  manu- 
fact-uring  milk  was  diverted  into  cheese  production.    Natural  cheese  stocks 
on  August  1  were  not  oppressive  at  233 » 000  tons. 

Cheese  production  in  the  EC  is  expected  to  rise  almost  3  percent  in  1976, 
exceeding  the  1975  output  of  2.9  million  tons.    EC  cheese  consumption, 
however,  is  forecast  to  grow  at  a  slower  pace — 2  percent — reflecting  higher 
retail  prices.     Stocks  will  probably  grow  and  reach  a  record  300,000  tons  at 
yearend.    Net  exports  are  not  a  likely  outlet  for  much  of  the  surplus,  since 
intra-EC  shipments  constitute  most  of  the  EC  cheese  trade,  and  North  American 
markets  have  taken  steps  to  restrict  the  import  of  subsidized  EC  cheeses  that 
compete  with  domestic  production. 

Among  other  large  producers,  Brazil,  Spain,  and  Poland  are  expected  to  in- 
crease cheese  production  in  1976.     Cheese  production  will  remain  practically 
unchanged  in  Mexico ,  Greece,  Yugoslavia,  Switzerland,  and  Australia — and  will 
probably  decline  in  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the  USSR.

Outside  the  EC,  the  major  participants  in  world  trade  in  cheese  in  1976 
will  "be  Austria,  Finland,  Switzerland,  New  Zealand,  and  Australia. 


NOKPAT  DRY  MILK 

In  30  major  producing  countries  in  1976,  production  of  KFDM  will  continue 
its  steady  long-term  upward  trend,  probably  rising  1  or  2  percent  from  the 
3.8  million  tons  of  1975-  Price  supports  that  have  diverted  liquid  skim  milk 
from  direct  livestock  feeding  into  drying  stimulate  this  trend.  Use  of  'KFJM 
in  1976  is  expected  to  expand,  mostly  because  of  the  EC's  protein  certificate 
scheme,  which  pressures  feed  compoimders  to  incorporate  NEDM  in  animal  feeds. 
World  stocks  of  NEDM  are  continuing  to  accumulate  during  1976  but  at  a  slower 
rate  than  in  1975*     Stocks  probably  will  approach  2.3  million  tons  by  yearend. 

In  the  United  States  in  the  first  half  of  1976,  WEDM  output  declined  17  per- 
cent from  the  January- J"une  1975  level,  a  much  sharper  drop  than  the  8  percent 
decline  in  butter  manufacture.     Since  late  March,  the  wholesale  price  of  NFDM 
has  been  near  the  support  purchase  level  of  62. 14.  cents  per  pound.     The  sup- 
port has  been  in  effect  at  this  level  since  October  1975-     In  early  August 
uncommitted  Government  stocks  stood  at  nearly  190,000  tons.  Commitments 
under  export  authorizations  of  nearly  70,000  tons  under  Title  II  of  P.L. 
1+80 — the  Food  for  Peace  Program — could  draw  down  this  inventory  level.  Total 
U.S.  NFDM  production  in  1976  will  be  down  7  percent  to  1+20,000  tons. 

In  the  EC,  despite  the  difficult  market  situation,  production  of  NFDM  is 
expected  to  continue  rising  in  1976  to  about  2  million  tons,  mainly  in 
response  to  a  3-pe^cent  intervention  price  increase. 

The  relentless  growth  in  the  Community's  NFDM  stocks  has  been  stayed  by 
sales  of  NFDM  under  the  protein-deposit  scheme  and  the  drought-reduced  milk 
deliveries  in  continental  EC  countries  and  southern  England.  Intervention 
stocks  in  late  July  (1.37  million  tons)  actually  declined  slightly  from  the 
early  July  level.     The  increased  mixing  of  NFDM  into  livestock  feeds  under 
pressure  of  the  protein  certificate  deposits  levied  on  competing  vegetable 
protein  ingredients  had  resulted,  by  midsummer,  in  contracts  for  use  of  well 
over  half  the  projected  1+00,000-ton  NFDM  disposal  objective.    As  of  late 
July,  contracts  had  been  concluded  for  the  release  of  235^000  tons  of  NFDM 
from  intervention  stocks,  out  of  which  167,000  had  been  taken  over. 

In  addition  to  the  livestock  feed  program,  and  in  line  with  the  policy  to 
reduce  NFDM  stocks,  the  EC  Council  has  approved  the  supply  of  55>000  tons 
in  1976  to  international  organizations.     The  EC  Commission  is  now  proposing 
additional  NFDM  food-aid  shipments  of  1^0,000  tons  (95,000  this  year  and 
the  balance  in  1977) »  with  the  bulk  going  to  Africa  and  Latin  America. 

I^oduction  of  NFDM  in  Canada  will  likely  decline  over  10  percent  in  1976 
because  of  the  reduced  supplies  of  manufacturing  milk.     Likewise,  NFDM  output 
in  1976  is  expected  to  drop  in  Oceania.     In  New  Zealand,  more  skim  milk  is 
being  diverted  into  casein  production.    Australia  is  concentrating  on  cheese 
production  and  less  manufacturing  milk  flows  into  butter-pov/der  production. 
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CASEIU 


Depressed  prices  for  EFDM  in  world  trade  are  a  factor  in  an  expanded 
interest  in  several  coimtries  in  the  production  of  casein.  Casein  and 
lactose  are  alternative  products  to  KPDM  in  the  sense  that  liquid  skim 
milk  is  the  common  raw  material. 

Within  the  United  States,  price  relationships  do  not  favor  production  of 
casein  and  no  significant  commercial  production  is  currently  "being  under- 
taken here. 

Yields  from  100  poimds  of  liquid  skim  milk  are  estimated  at  either 
(l)  9  pounds  of  HFDM,  or  (2)  3  pounds  of  casein  plus  the  opportunity  for 
recovery  of  some  lactose.     (Lactose  is  quoted  in  the  United  States  at 
about  17  cents  per  pound.) 

With  processing  costs  in  "both  instances  secondary  to  raw  material  costs, 
it  is  apparent  that  per-pound  prices  of  casein  must  considerably  exceed 
EFDM  prices  in  order  to  make  production  economical. 

In  the  United  States,  such  a  price  relationship  does  not  prevail.  Recent 
U.S.  EFDM  quotations  have  typically  been  around  63  cents  per  pound,  while 
imported  casein  has  been  offered  at  about  55  cents. 

In  unprotected  world  trade,  however,  the  much  lower  prices  for  KFDM  create 
a  price  situation  that  makes  casein  production  considerably  more  attractive 
than  in  the  United  States,  particularly  when  its  production  is  encouraged 
by  incentives,  as  in  New  Zealand  and  the  EC. 

For  some  years,  New  Zealand  has  been  the  largest  single- coTrntry  producer 
of  casein,  altho\igh  combined  EC-coimtry  production  has  at  times  been  larger. 
Within  the  EC,  France  and  West  Germany  are  principal  producers.  Australia 
and  Argentina  are  also  important  producers. 

In  New  Zealand,  annual  casein  production  in  the  three  seasons  ending  in 
1975  averaged  about  35»000  tons.    This  was  during  a  period  when  total  milk 
production  was  depressed  by  drought.     Since  then,  the  recovery  in  milk 
supply  and  the  establishment  of  a  production  incentive  have  increased  pro- 
duction about  two-thirds  to  58,000  tons  in  the  most  recent  year.    At  the 
current  level  of  production,  casein  output  is  about  the  same  as  the  I969/7O 
average.    This  would  account  for  disposition  of  about  i+O  percent  of  the  New 
Zealand  industrial  skim  milk  supply,  with  NFDM  taking  about  60  percent. 

The  New  Zealand  incentive  to  casein  production  lies  in  the  premium  authorized 
for  payment  to  farmers  by  milk  receivers  who  produce  butter-casein  rather  than 
butter-NFDM.    The  premium  is  2.25  cents  per  kilo  of  butterfat  in  the  whole 
milk,  as  delivered. 

In  the  past  7-8  years  Australian  production  of  casein  has  been  on  a  down- 
trend.   Production  in  19^9/70  averaged  30,000  tons,  and  cvu?rently  is  about 
13,000. 

Current  casein  production  data  are  not  available  for  France ,  but  through 
197i;  that  country  was  the  largest  producer  in  the  EC.    West  German 
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production  has  iDeen  quite  steady  in  the  past  few  years,  and  in  197^  is 
13,500  tons. 

Putlishable  stock  or  inventory  data  for  the  principal  casein-producing 
countries  are  not  readily  available,  "but  the  continuing  surplus  situation 
for  nonfat  milk  solids  plus  the  past  history  of  experience  with  casein  pro- 
duction in  many  countries  suggests  a  continuing  availability  if  markets 
develop  for  the  product.    Many  of  the  previous  industrial  uses  for  casein 
and  its  caseinate  derivatives — as  a  coating  or  sizing  for  paper,  and  as  an 
ingredient  in  adhesives — are  evidently  declining  under  competition  from 
alternative  materials,  but  food  and  feed  uses  for  these  materials  seem 
to  be  increasing.

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COM'IMJING  nrCEEASE  SEEN 
FOR  1976  WORLD  MILK  OUTPUT 

SiJnmary 

The  following  developments  highlight  the  early-1976  world  dairy  situation: 

1.  Milk  output  in  major  producing  countries  other  than  the  USSR  and 
Australia  is  increasing.     Good  forage  and  cheaper  feed  concentrate  supplies 
have  supported  higher  output  per  cow.     Increased  output  to  varying  degrees 
has  also  "been  encouraged  "by  higher  support  prices  for  milk  in  the  European 
Community  (EC)  (+7.5  percent,  target  price),  the  U.S.  {+S.h  percent  for 
manxifacturing  milk),  and  Canada  (+3*9  percent,  also  for  manufact\aring  milk). 

2.  Probable  continuations  of  past  trends  of  reduced  per  capita  consump- 
tion of  fluid  milk  and  increasing  sale  of  milk  from  the  farm  (as  contrasted 
with  consumption  or  processing  on  the  farm)  have  increased  the  volume  of 
manufacturing  milk  entering  commercial  channels. 

3.  Increased  support  prices  in  important  countries  encourage  production, 
and  divert  milk  into  the  manufactured  products  for  which  the  supports  are 
effective. 

i|.    For  nonfat  dry  milk  (EFDM)  and  to  a  lesser  extent  butter,  commercial 
demand  is  declining  and  stocks  are  accumulating.    These  trends  are  aggra- 
vated by  the  availability  of  lower  priced  vegetable  proteins  for  animal 
feed  as  well  as  cheaper  substitutes  for  milk  fat.    Early  April  stocks  of 
NFDM  exceeded  2  million  tons  worldwide,  with  the  EC  holding  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  total;  these  stocks  were  about  one-half  of  estimated  world 
disappearance  in  1975- 

5.    Prices  for  NFDM  in  open-market  (nonprotected)  world  trading  are 
sharply  lower  than  in  the  recent  past,  with  current  (May)  New  Zealand 
offerings  at  U.S. $3^0  per  metric  ton  for  human  food,  and  $150-Sl70  per 
ton,  depending  on  quantity,  for  feed. 


This  report  is  the  fourth  in  a  series  of  quarterly  outlook  statements  on 
the  world  dairy  situation.     The  37  countries  covered  by  this  report  produced 
about  93  percent  of  the  world's  cowb  milk  in  197U- 


6.  Governments  are  imdertaking  extraordinary  efforts  to  reduce  stocks 
of  JTPDM.    U.S.  P.L.  I;80  authorizations,  the  stated  willingness  of  govern- 
ments to  make  donations  to  the  World  Food  Program  and  similar  outlets,  the 
EC  program  to  increase  feed  use,  and  abandonment  by  several  exporters  of 
past  price  objectives,  are  all  evidences  of  the  strains  in  the  present 
situation. 

7.  Rising  milk  production  and  accumulating  dairy  stocks  in  most  indus- 
trialized countries  suggest  that  import  demand  for  dairy  products  in  these 
countries  will  not  increase  in  1976.     Special  programs,  including  Food  Aid, 
are  likely  to  be  the  means  by  which  stock  positions  will  be  brought  to  more 
comfortable  levels.     The  maintenance  of  acceptable  stock  levels  will  prob- 
ably require  continued  extraordinary  actions  into  the  indefinite  future 
unless  there  is  a  drastic  overhaul  of  production  incentives.     Such  over- 
haul is  evidently  underway  in  Australia,  and  has  been  announced  in  Canada. 


Milk  Production 

World  milk  output  in  197^  will  likely  continue  the  steady  rise  of  the 
past  few  years  and  will  exceed  1975  by  more  than  the  1  percent  that  was 
indicated  by  early-season  forecasts.    For  the  37  countries,  total  output 
of  about  386  million  tons  is  foreseen. 

To  the  extent  that  they  are  available,  production  estimates  for  the  first 
few  months  of  197^  indicate  that  the  above  estimate  of  full-year  production 
is  conservative.     Only  in  the  USSR  and  Australia,  among  large  dairy  pro- 
ducers, are  downturns  clearly  indicated;  in  the  United  States,  January-April 
output  was  2  percent  up  from  last  year;  in  Canada  the  first  quarter  output 
of  manufactured  dairy  products  was  up  over  20  percent. 

In  New  Zealand  during  the  first  2  months  of  the  year  milk  output  was 
one-sixth  above  a  year  ago.    A  group  of  EC  countries  show  February  daily- 
rate  increases  of  5  to  12  percent.     In  Europe,  1975  summertime  production 
was  held  down  by  poor  pasture  conditions;  if  1976  conditions  are  normal, 
production  there  will  likely  considerably  exceed  last  year. 

In  the  United  States,  an  increased  output  probably  will  continue  through 
the  year,  since  milk/feed  price  relationships  are  favorable  in  comparison 
with  a  year  ago.    Higher  yield  per  cow,  supported  by  heavier  feeding  of 
concentrates,  will  more  than  offset  a  small  decline  in  cow  numbers. 

Wholesale  dairy  product  prices  in  U.S.  markets  have  declined  sharply 
from  the  December  1975  peak,  but  in  early  May  butter  and  cheese  prices 
stood' above  USDA  purchase  prices.    However,  the  price  of  NFDM  was  practi- 
cally at  the  Government  purchase  level.     The  USDA  purchase  prices  for  butter 
and  cheese  were  raised  on  April  1  following  a  I|.2-cent  increase  in  the 
support  price  of  manufacturing  milk  to  $8.13  per  100  pounds,  or  80  percent 
of  parity. 

In  Canada  the  target  price  for  industrial  milk  was  raised  from  C$11.02 
in  1975/76  to  C$11.U5  per  100  pounds  for  the  1976/77  dairy  marketing  year. 
The  increase  followed  a  year  in  which  the  target  price  was  not  achieved 
as  an  average  in  any  province.     Industrial  milk — as  contrasted  with  fluid 
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use — comprised  63  percent  of  Caziada's  1975  output.    Canadiaji  total  milk 
output  in  1975  was  up  5  percent  from  year-earlier  levels  and  large  stocks 
of  butter  and  KFDM  have  accumulated.     In  order  to  reverse  the  current 
imbalance  between  production  and  use  of  dairy  products,  the  Canadian 
Government  has  set  a  delivery  goal  for  industrial  milk  about  10  percent 
below  1975  production. 

To  that  end  the  C|277  million  producer  subsidy  (for  direct  support  and 
marketing  costs)  which  provides  part  of  the  C$11. i+5  target  price  will  be 
paid  initially  only  on  9U.5  percent  of  a  producer's  in-quota  deliveries, 
with  possible  yearend  adjustments.     This  subsidy  is  presently  C$2.66  per 
100  pounds.     The  subsidy  is  to  some  degree  offset  by  a  levy,  intended  to 
help  defray  the  costs  of  storage,  handling,  and  disposal  of  surplus  dairy 
products.    The  basic  level  of  this  levy  is  C$1.35  per  100  pounds  for 
1976/77.    Deliveries  in  excess  of  quota  will  bear  a  higher  levy,  C$8. 60 
per  100  pounds,  which  virtiially  confiscates  the  value  of  milk  in  that 
category. 

The  new  program  was  announced  in  mid-April.    Milk  output  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1976  supported  factory  output  at  over  120  percent  of  the  1975 
rate.    Particularly  with  the  grazing  season  coming  up,  it  will  be  diffi- 
cult for  Canada  to  reduce  its  1976  industrial  milk  output  by  10  percent. 

Milk  output  in  Mexico  and  selected  South  American  countries  continues, 
in  1976,  its  long-term  uptrend.    Mexico's  milk  output  is  expected  to  rise 
sharply  in  1976  (+I|.'5  percent)  mainly  owing  to  a  larger  dairy  herd  and 
adequate  supplies  of  roughage  and  concentrates.    Likewise  in  South  America, 
improved  pasture  conditions  and  a  larger  number  of  cows  are  expected  to 
stimulate  1976  milk  output  in  Brazil  (+i4.«8  percent),  Venezuela  (+2.0  per- 
cent), and  Argentina  (+O.3  percent).     In  Chile  the  expected  substantial 
increase  in  milk  output  (+6.8  percent)  is  attributed  primarily  to  better 
management  of  dairy  herds  as  well  as  a  larger  number  of  milk  cows  and 
good  pasture  conditions. 

In  the  EC,  the  world's  largest  producer  and  consumer  of  milk  and  dairy 
products,  milk  output  was  forecast  early  in  the  season  to  rise  about  1.2 
percent  in  1976  to  100  million  tons,  with  moderate  increases  in  France 
(+0.5  percent).  West  Germany  (+1.I|.  percent),  the  Netherlands  (+2.1+  per- 
cent), Italy  (+1.14.  percent),  Belgium-Luxembourg  (+2.3  percent),  Denmark 
(+2.0  percent),  and  Ireland  (+5.8  percent).     These  would  be  partially 
offset  by  a  small  decline  in  the  U.K.  (-O.3  percent).    However,  data 
available  for  Janizary  and  February  (cited  in  third  paragraph  of  this 
section)  indicate  that  these  full-year  estimates  are  very  conservative. 

Mostly  responsible  for  the  EC ' s  anticipated  larger  1976  output  is  higher 
yield  per  cow.     This  is  attributed  mainly  to  the  expectation  of  normal 
rainfall  that  will  relieve  present  dry  conditions  and  improve  pastures 
over  the  1975  status.    Also  there  may  be  heavier  concentrate  feeding  stimu- 
lated by  increases  in  the  target  price  for  milk.    The  1976  increase  will 
occur  in  2  steps,  one  effective  in  mid-March  and  the  other  in  September 
and  they  total  7.5  percent.    This  continues  the  EC's  past  dairy  policy 
of  high  supports  for  its  widespread  dairy  industry.    The  target  price  for 
milk  was  raised  I3  percent  in  197U/75  and  11  percent  in  the  1975/76  market- 
ing year.     The  1975  costs  of  the  EC  dairy  programs  amounted  to  $2  billion, 
or  about  l+O  percent  of  the  Community's  agricultural  budget. 
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Rising  retail  dairy  product  prices  in  the  EC,  consistent  with  the  price 
levels  of  the  dairy  program,  are  holding  down  per  capita  cons-umption  of 
milk  and  dairy  products.     On  a  per  capita  basis,  EC  consumers  are  gradually 
drinking  less  fluid  milk,  leveling  off  use  of  "butter,  and  easing  their  in- 
creased use  of  cheese.    Overall,  the  continued  increases  in  milk  delivered 
to  factories,  stagnation  in  consumption,  and  poor  export  outlets,  combine 
to  create  a  very  troublesome  current  dairy  situation  in  the  EC. 

Milk  output  in  all  non-EC  West  European  countries  other  than  Port\agal  is 
expected  to  increase  in  1976.    The  most  notable  gains  are  expected  in 
Greece  (+3.3  percent),  Finland  (+3.0  percent),  Switzerland  (+2.5  percent), 
and  Spain  (+2.3  percent).    In  most  of  these  countries  dairy  herds  are 
growing  in  size  and  fa2?m  milk  prices  are  higher  than  last  year. 

Milk  output  among  the  major  producing  coimtries  in  East  Europe  (excluding 
the  USSR)  is  forecast  to  rise  about  1  percent  in  1976  as  a  result  of  moderate 
increases  in  all  the  reporting  countries.     Thiis,  East  European,  milk  produc- 
tion resumes  its  long-term  uptrend  following  a  small  decline  in  1975-  Milk 
output  in  Poland,  the  largest  East  European  producer,  is  expected  to  rise 
1.5  percent  in  1976,  mainly  owing  to  a  larger  herd  and  higher  producer  price. 

The  USSR  milk  output  during  1976  is  expected  to  approximate  1975  levels. 
Production  in  early  1976  was  below  year-earlier  levels  because  of  a  short- 
age of  feed  and  fodder,  but  output  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  is  ex- 
pected to  exceed  1975  levels  as  availability  of  forage  and  grazing  crops 
will  improve. 

In  Asia,  Japan's  milk  output  reached  a  high  of  almost  5  million  tons  in 
1975  and  it  is  expected  to  rise  an  additional  1.8  percent  in  1976.  The 
expected  increase  is  attributed  primarily  to  a  larger  herd  and  a  higher 
yield  per  cow  resulting  from  a  higher  feeding  rate. 

Milk  production  in  New  Zealand,  the  world's  lowest-cost  commercial  dairy 
producer,  is  now  fully  recovered  from  the  drought  levels  of  1973~75«  In 
the  1976  season  (ending  May  31) >  pastures  were  excellent  and  feedstuff s 
were  abundant  so  milk  output  is  expected  to  exceed  year-earlier  levels 
by  about  6  percent.    New  Zealand  is  producing  about  6  million  tons  annually. 
Since  the  needs  of  its  3'1  million  population  are  obviously  small,  the 
country  is  the  world's  laxgest  exporter  of  dairy  products  (considering  EC 
as  unit  and  excluding  intra-EC  trade).    With  the  expected  tapering  down 
of  New  Zealand  access  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  dairy  export  outlet.  New 
Zealand  is  intensifying  its  search  for  alternative  markets  in  Asia,  Africa, 
and  South  America. 

Australian  milk  output  during  1976  is  expected  to  continue  the  downtrend 
of  the  past  5  years.    Cow  numbers  are  down  Ik  percent  from  1970,  and  pro- 
duction per  cow  is  evidently  no  higher.    While  Australia  has  a  population 
h  times  larger  than  New  Zealand  and  thus  is  less  dependent  on  exports,  the 
increasing  difficulty  of  exporting  to  traditional  markets  has  led  to 
Government  efforts  to  restructure  the  dairy  industry.    While  a  floor 
price  for  NEDM  has  been  resimied  in  Australia,  the  main  thrust  of  the  coun- 
try's current  dairy  program  is  to  use  selective  farm  loans  and  possibly 
improvement  grants  to  equip  and  enlarge  only  those  herds  that  can  profit- 
ably deliver  milk  at  prices  geared  to  world  markets. 
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Butter 


Butter  production  in  the  37  major  producing  coimtries  is  forecast  to  reach 
a  record  ^.6  million  tons  in  1976,  up  almost  2  percent  from  the  year  before, 
mainly  "because  of  the  larger  available  supplies  of  milk  for  manufacturing 
and  the  relatively  high  support  or  purchase  prices  in  the  principal  countries. 
Butter  stocks  are  expected  to  accumulate  throughout  1976 — mostly  in  New 
Zealand  and  the  EC.    Rising  world  production  in  major  consigning  countries, 
and  reduced  consumption — particularly  in  the  United  Kingdom — are  expected 
to  limit  commercial  world  trade. 

In  the  United  States  the  seasonally  tight  supply  for  "butter  in  late  1975 
has  "been  relieved,  althou^  production  in  early  1976  was  slightly  below 
year-earlier  levels.     (Manufacturing  milk  was  diverted  into  cheese  produc- 
tion.)   The  wholesale  butter  price  in  early  May  exceeded  the  87-75  cent 
per  pound  support  level,  which  had  been  raised  6.5  cents  on  April  1,  1976. 
While  above  the  near-record  low  winter  levels,  May  1  stocks  were  considerably 
below  levels  of  a  year  ago. 

Butter  output  in  the  EC  is  forecast  to  expand  k-5  percent  in  1976  as  a 
result  of  the  substantial  increase  in  manxifacturing  milk  supplies  and  the 
6.8  percent  higher  intervention  price.    Commercial  markets  for  butter  are 
fully  supplied  and  the  increased  output  is  resulting  in  the  continued 
accumulation  of  stocks.    The  seasonal  stock  decline  that  normally  rxms 
throu^  the  winter  ended  this  season  in  December.    EC  butter  stocks  in 
late  April  were  l50,000  tons,  and  rising  seasonally.    Yearend  stocks  may 
reach  390,000  tons,  which  would  be  the  highest  level  since  the  "butter 
mountain"  of  1973 >  when  the  EC  made  subsidized  sales  to  the  USSR.    The  EC 
butter  sitioation  is  expected  to  become  even  worse  in  1977  when  the  United 
Kingdom  will  complete  the  transitional  period  marking  its  entrance  into 
the  EC,  and  retail  prices  will  be  brought  into  line  with  the  rest  of  the 
Community.    British  consumption  of  butter  is  expected  to  decline  sharply 
following  the  elimination  of  consimer  subsidies  and  the  ensuing  rise  in 
retail  prices. 

New  Zealand's  production  of  butter  is  expected  to  reach  251+, 000  tons  in 
the  1976  season,  up  nearly  6  percent  from  year-earlier  levels,  mainly 
because  of  the  increased  milk  output  that  is  mostly  channeled  into  manu- 
facturing.   Butter  stocks  are  expected  to  accumulate  throughout  the  1976 
season  in  spite  of  New  Zealand's  efforts  to  expand  and  diversify  its 
butter  market — especially  among  the  developing  countries  of  the  world — and 
to  move  away  from  dependence  on  the  United  Kingdom.    For  the  3  post transi- 
tion years  (1978-I98O)  New  Zealand  will  continue  preferred  access  to  the 
British  butter  market  for  a  gradually  declining  quantity,  likely  to  average 
121,000  tons  per  year. 


Cheese 

Cheese  production  in  the  37  principal  producing  countries  is  estimated 
to  reach  a  new  record  in  1976 — 7-5  million  tons,  k  percent  more  than  in 
1975,  reflecting  a  firm  demand  and  relatively  attractive  returns  worldwide. 
Also,  as  the  world  butter-powder  marketing  problem  is  worsening,  more 
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manufact-uring  milk  is  diverted  into  the  production  of  cheese,  which  at  present 
is  a  less  trouTDlesome  product.     The  upward  trend  in  cheese  consumption  may 
continue  in  1916,  "but  higher  retail  prices  may  slow  the  increase  in  use. 
World  cheese  stocks  throughout  1976  are  forecast  to  grbw  68,000  tons.  Yearend 
stocks — mostly  held  in  the  United  States  and  the  EC — may  reach  Sljij-jOOO  tons. 
The  world  cheese  trade  is  expected  to  expand  in  1976  mainly  owing  to  in- 
creased exports  originating  in  Oceania  and  the  EC. 

U.S.  cheese  production  in  early  1976  exceeded  year-earlier  levels  by  ahout 
one-sixth,  reflecting  larger  available  supplies  of  man-ufacturing  milk  and  a 
strong  demand.     The  wholesale  Cheddar  cheese  price  in  early  May  remained 
above  the  support  purchase  level,  which  was  raised  5*5  cents  per  pound  on 
April  1.    U.S.  imports  of  cheese  during  1976  are  expected  to  approximate 
the  relatively  normal  1975  levels — in  contrast  to  the  higher  levels  in 
1973  and  197^.     Imports  will  be  limited  by  the  U.S.  Government's  position 
on  subsidized  imported  cheesed. 

In  the  EC,  cheeses  (except  for  some  Italian  hard  cheeses)  and  the  comple- 
ment whey  do  not  carry  intervention  prices.     These  products  are  indirectly 
supported  by  butter  and  KPDM  prices,  however,  since  manufacturing  is  dis-' 
couraged  when  cheese-whey  prices  are  less  profitable  than  butter-EFDM 
prices.    During  1976,  EC  cheese  production  is  expected  to  rise  2.5  percent 
to  almost  3  million  tons  and  cheese  consumption  1.5  percent  to  nearly  2.9 
million  tons.     Since  most  of  the  EC  cheese  trade  is  comprised  of  intra- 
Community  shipments  cheese  stocks  are  forecast  to  grow  nearly  12  percent 
in  1976,  reaching  a  record  330? 000  tons  at  yearend. 

Cheese  output  in  Oceania  in  the  1976  season  is  expected  to  increase  19 
percent  from  year-earlier  levels.     Stocks  are  estimated  to  grow  nearly 
one-fourth  to  over  110,000  tons  if  export  prospects  do  not  improve. 

Nonfat  I>ry  Milk 

Expanding  production  coupled  with  declining  commercial  demand  and  trade 
will  boost  1976  EPDM  stocks  to  record  levels.    EPDM  output  in  29  major 
producing  countries  is  expected  to  reach  i|  million  tons  in  1976,  up  2.6 
percent  from  levels  a  year  ago,  mainly  under  the  incentive  of  price  sup- 
ports that  have  diverted  fluid  skim  milk  from  livestock  feeding  into 
drying.     The  stock  accumulation  is  aggravated  by  the  reduced  feeding 
demand  for  INIEDM,  since  competing  vegetable  protein  ingredients  are  avail- 
able at  lower  prices. 

In  early  April  I976  world  stocks  of  ITFDM  exceeded  2  million  tons.     The  EC 
held  nearly  two-thirds,  while  New  Zealand,  the  United  States,  Canada,  and 
Australia  held  most  of  the  rest.     The  EFDM  stock  level  at  yearend  will 
depend  on  the  success  of  the  EC  disposal  measures,  and  on  the  size  of  the 
food  aid  shipments  of  the  major  producing  countries.     These  yearend  stocks 
may  reach  2.3  million  tons,  about  l5  percent  above  this  year's  beginning 
stocks . 

NEDM  production  in  the  United  States  in  early  1976  was  nearly  one-fifth 
below  year-earlier  levels  as  less  manufacturing  milk  was  diverted  into 
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"butter-powder  production.     Since  late  March,  the  IWIM  wholesale  price  has 
"been  near  the  support  purchase  level,  and  small  purchases  were  made  in 
March  and  April.    The  support  purchase  level  was  not  xaised  on  April  1, 
to  avoid  additional  excess  production.     Current  U.S.  KPDM  stocks  are 
mostly  Government -owned.     In  early  l^Iay  uncommitted  Government  stocks  were 
about  175 J 000  tons.    Authorizations  for  exports  of  nearly  70,000  tons 
under  Title  II  of  P.L.  i+SO,  the  Food  for  Peace  Program,  may  avert  increases 
from  this  inventory  level. 

Following  a  3  percent  intervention  price  increase  in  the  EC  (lower  than 
that  granted  for  butter),  jNFDM  production  is  forecast  to  rise  by  7- 3  per- 
cent in  1976.    Faced  with  a  declining  commercial  demand  and  with  its 
mountain  of  NFDM  still  building,  the  EC  has  launched  a  massive  program 
in  the  hope  of  disposing  of  800,000  tons  by  April  1977-    The  program 
includes  the  following  measures: 

1.  A  23  percent  increase  in  the  subsidy  on  use  of  EFDM  in  calf  feed — to 
stimulate  an  additional  consumption  of  200,000  tons  domestically. 

2.  Donations  of  200,000  tons  NFDM  as  food  aid  to  needy  countries. 

3.  The  mandatory  mixing  of  U00,000  tons  of  NFDM  into  livestock  feeds  by 
imposing  a  refimdable  tax  on  competing  vegetable  protein  ingredients. 

The  latter  measure  will  raise  the  cost  of  livestock  feeding  in  the  EC, 
will  complicate  feed  compounding,  and  will  reduce  EC  imports  of  vegetable 
proteins,  particularly  soybeans  and  soybean  meal  from  the  United  States. 

Even  if  the  EC's  complicated  disposal  scheme  meets  its  objective,  it  is 
predicted  that  this  summer's  production  in  the  Community  will  replenish 
inventories,  and  stocks  will  at  least  match  the  April  levels  by  yearend. 

NFDM  production  during  1976  is  expected  to  decline  in  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  as  more  milk  flows  into  cheese  rather  than  for  butter-powder  pro- 
duction.   Later  in  the  season  Canadian  output  may  also  decline,  but  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1976 — a  seasonally  unrepresentative  period — it  was  up  70 
percent.    New  Zealand  also  may  red^ie  its  NFDM  production  by  diverting 
more  skim  milk  to  casein.

Increased  exports  and  smaller  imports  highlighted  1975 
U.S.  dairy  trade.  Reversing  the  downward  trend  of  the  last 
2  years,  U.S.  dairy  product  exports  rose  in  1975  mainly 
because  of  the  resumption  of  large  shipments  of  nonfat  dry 
milk  and  higher  unit  values  for  other  dairy  products.  After 
2  years  of  heavy  inflow,  U.S.  dairy  imports  subsided  to 
more  normal  levels  in  1975.  This  shift  resulted  primarily 
from  the  expiration  of  the  supplementary  import  quotas 
that  were  in  effect  in  early  1974  for  nonfat  dry  milk  and 
Cheddar  cheese.  Also,  in  1975  the  United  States  carried  out 
negotiations  with  exporting  countries  to  reduce  or  elimi- 
nate export  subsidies  for  cheese,  which  reduced  cheese 
imports. 

U.S.  dairy  exports  reached  SI  28  million  in  value  in  1975, 
more  than  double  the  1973  and  1974  levels,  but  below  the 
1968-1972  average.  U.S.  dairy  imports  valued  at  S215 
million,  were  roughly  two-thirds  of  1973  and  1974  import 
levels,  but  nearly  double  the  1968-1972  5-year  average. 
Altogether  in  calendar  1975,  the  larger  exports  and  the 
smaller  imports  resulted  in  an  S87  million  dairy  trade 
deficit — the  smallest  since  1973. 

Exports 

U.S.  dairy  exports  in  1975  increased  in  both  value  and 
quantity  compared  with  the  2  preceding  years.  Dairy 
exports  rose  1 26  percent  in  value  from  S57  million  in  1974 
to  $128  million  in  1975,  while  quantity  (product  weight) 
grew  79  percent  from  147  million  pounds  in  1974  to  263 
million  in  1975.  Most  of  this  increase  resulted  from  sizable 
shipments  of  nonfat  dry  milk  (N'FDM),  reflecting  abundant 
supplies  of  Government-owned  stocks,  as  well  as  higher 
unit  values.  The  1975  growth  in  export  quantities,  besides 
NFDM,  was  principally  confined  to  evaporated  milk. 

Constituting  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  value  of 
U.S.  dairy  exports,  NFDM  exports  totaled  S70  million  in 
1975.  Most  of  these  exports,  which  were  made  possible  by 
the  increased  USDA  purchases  and  stocks,  were  shipped 
under  P.L.  480,  Title  II  (the  Food  for  Peace  Program). 
India,  the  major  recipient,  obtained  almost  $30  miUion 


w  orth  of  products,  just  over  40  percent  of  the  total,  while 
Sudan,  Algeria,  Bangladesh,  Pakistan,  Afghanistan, 
Philippines,  Egypt.  Colombia,  and  South  Vietnam 
received  most  of  the  rest. 

Infants'  dietary  supplements,  the  second  largest  dairy 
export  item,  were  valued  at  nearly  S 1 9  million  in  1 975,  thus 
comprising  about  one-seventh  the  value  of  all  dairy 
exports.  They  increased  in  value  almost  5  percent 
compared  with  1974  levels,  and  went  mainly  to  Taiwan, 
Peru,  Thailand,  and  Hong  Kong. 

Evaporated  milk,  the  third  major  export  product, 
reached  $13  million  in  value  in  1975,  nearly  40  percent 
above  year-earlier  levels.  Exports  went  principally  to 
Mexico. 

Dry  whole  milk  exports,  at  $8. 5  million,  declined  in  1 975 
by  more  than  20  percent  from  year-earlier  levels,  with  the 
bulk  going  to  Asian  and  North  and  South  American 
destinations. 

Cheese  exports  amounted  to  almost  $  10  million  in  1 975, 
up  19  percent  from  1974  levels,  with  Canada  and  Japan 
receiving  nearly  one-half  of  the  total. 

Butter  exports,  which  declined  slightly  from  1974,  were 
insignificant  (less  than  $0.8  million)  and  were  shipped 
mostly  to  North  American  destinations. 

Imports 

In  contrast  to  the  peaks  in  the  previous  2  years,  U.S. 
dairy  product  imports  declined  sharply  in  1975.  At  $215 
million,  dairy  imports  were  two-fifths  below  those  of  1974 
and  one-third  below  1973's.  Reduced  imports  of  cheese, 
casein,  and  NFDM  contributed  most  to  the  decline. 
Compared  with  1974,  cheese  imports  were  down  30  per- 
cent, casein  imports  were  down  40  percent,  and  NFDM 
dropped  by  98  percent. 

Dairy  product  imports  had  grown  in  1973  and  1974 
because  of  low  domestic  output  of  dairy  products,  which 
led  to  temporary  increases  in  dairy  import  quotas.  The 
import  quotas  for  butter,  butter  oil,  cheeses,  and  NFDM 


were  temporarily  enlarged  in  1973,  and  increases  in  import 
quotas-of  Cheddar  cheese  and  FNDM  were  repeated  for 
part  of  1974.  With  an  uptrend  in  U.S.  output  of  manu- 
factured dairy  products,  all  temporary  import  quotas 
expired  in  mid-1974. 

Cheese  imports  accounted  for  nearly  80  percent  ($168 
million)  of  the  value  of  all  dairy  imports  in  1975.  The 
European  Community  (EC)  continued  to  supply  nearly 
one-half  of  the  total,  with  Norway,  Austria,  New  Zealand, 
Switzerland,  and  Finland  providing  most  of  the  rest.  Policy 
factors  figured  largely  in  the  decline  of  cheese  imports  in 
1975.  First,  1 975  imports  did  not  have  the  benefit  of  supple- 
mentary Cheddar  cheese  import  quotas,  which  were  in 
effect  in  the  first  quarter  of  1974;  second,  the  adjustments, 
made  by  foreign  governments — including  subsidy  with- 
drawals or  reductions  made  in  response  to  U.S. 
investigations — reduced  the  incentive  for  their  traders  to 
export.  The  U.S.  investigations  were  backed  by  authority 
to  impose  countervailing  duties  if  necessary.  The 
imposition  of  countervailing  duties  has  temporarily  been 
waived  for  the  EC,  Switzerland,  and  Austria,  because  those 
countries  have  either  eliminated  subsidies  and/  or  agreed  to 
limit  their  subsidies  and  market  expansion  pending  a 
resolution  of  the  issue;  similar  investivations  are  currently 
under  way  on  cheese  export  subsidities  by  Norway, 
Finland,  and  Sweden. 

Cheese  imports  from  the  EC,  the  major  supplier, 
amounted  to  $81  million  in  1975,  down  30  percent  from 
year-earlier  levels.  The  principal  factors  responsible  for  the 
decline  were  sharply  reduced  Cheddar  cheese  shipments 
and  the  smaller  shipments  of  subsidized  cheese. 

Casein,  the  second  largest  dairy  import,  totaled  $39 
million  in  1 975,  down  more  than  40  percent  from  1974.  The 


EC,  which  provided  about  one-third  of  the  total,  reduced 
its  1975  shipments  to  the  United  States  by  more  than  one- 
half.  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  which  supplied  most  of 
the  rest  lowered  their  shipments  to  this  market  by  about 
two-fifths  and  one-quarter,  respectively. 

NFDM  had  been  a  major  dairy  import  in  1973and  1974, 
but  in  1 975  imports  were  valued  at  less  than  $  1  million.  This 
was  less  than  2  percent  of  the  value  of  1974  imports.  The 
drastic  decline  reflected  the  substantial  gain  in  U.S.  NFDM 
production  that  began  in  mid- 1974. 


Outlook  for  1976 

Although  U.S.  exports  of  dairy  produas  through  com- 
mercial channels  will  probably  not  change  much  in  1976, 
Government-assisted  exports  could  rise  sharply.  Current 
authorizations  for  donation  of  NFDM  under  P.L.  480, 
Title  II,  cover  1 50  million  pounds.  Increased  NFDM  ship- 
ments under  this  authorization,  coupled  with  higher  unit 
values  for  other  dairy  products,  could  bring  the  total  value 
of  U.S.  dairy  exports  in  1976  to  $1 50  million,  an  increase  of 
over  1 5  percent. 

U.S.  dairy  imports  are  not  likely  to  change  greatly  in 
1976.  Cheese  imports  will  be  limited  by  the  continuationof 
the  U.S.  position  regarding  subsidized  cheese  trade.

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WORLD  MILK  PRODUCTION  IN  1976 
FORECAST  TO  RISE  BY  1  PERCENT 

Summary 

The  following  important  factors  and  trends  characterize 
the  present  world  dairy  situation: 

1.  increased  milk  production  in  most  of  the  major 
producing  countries  in  1975,  and  continuing  into  1976, 
resulting  mainly  from  higher  yields  per  cow  that  reflect 
cheaper  and  or  more  plentiful  feed  supplies  and  favorable 
weather  conditions. 

2.  Continued  overproduction  of  dairy  products,  parti- 
cularly nonfat  dry  milk  and  to  a  lesser  extent  butter  in  most 
major  Western  producing  countries. 

3.  Relatively  high  support  prices  for  dairy  products  in 
major  countries,  which  encourage  excessive  production 
and  diversion  of  milk  into  manufaduring  rather  than  for 
fluid  consumption  or  feed. 

4.  Declining  consumption  of  nonfat  dry  milk  and  stocks 
atanalltimepeakof  more  than  1.8  million  metric  tons,  w  ith 
the  European  Community  (EC)  holding  nearly  60  percent 
of  the  total. 

5.  Stable  or  lower  per  capita  consumption  of  most  dairy 
products,  reflecting  recession-squeezed  consumer  demand 
in  most  Western  market  countries  and  rising  retail  prices. 

6.  Reduced  world  trade  in  dairy  produces,  caused  by 
shrinking  commercial  import  demand  (some  OPEC 
countries  are  notable  exceptions)  and  smaller  food-aid 
programs. 

7.  The  gap  between  supply  and  demand  of  dairy 
products  in  the  EC  is  expected  to  increase  as  a  result  of  the 
continuing  increase  in  milk  delivered  to  factories,  .stagna- 
tion in  comsumption,  and  poor  export  prospects. 

8.  The  EC  continues  to  be  the  largest  trading  bloc  in 
dairy  products,  but  with  intra-EC  shipments  accounting 
for  a  large  protion  of  the  trade. 

9.  Oceania  (New  Zealand  and  Australia),  the  large.st 
trading  group  outside  the  EC.  has  recovered  from  a  period 
of  several  dry  years.  Following  accession  of  the  United 
Kingdom  to  the  EC,  Oceania  is  intensifying  its  search  for 
alternative  markets  in  Asia  and  Africa. 


Milk 

Milk  output  in  1975  in  39  major  producing  countries 
reached  a  record  of  386  million  tons,  up  nearly  one-half 
percent  from  year-earlier  levels.'  Preliminary  data  for  1976 
indicates  that  output  is  likely  to  rise  almost  1  percent.  The 
above  data  affirmed  the  upward  trend  in  annual  milk 
production  that  eas  indicated  in  the  previous  circular  in  this 
series  (FD  9-75,  December  1975).  However,  current  data 
indicate  a  smaller  increase  in  1975  than  had  earlier  been 
expected  but  a  larger  1976  increase.  The  1975  increase  in 
milk  production  consisted  of  moderate  increases  among 
countries  in  most  regions  of  the  world,  partially  offset  by 
declines  in  the  Soviet  Union,  Australia,  and  several 
European  countries. 

U.S.  milk  output  began  recovering  in  the  last  quarter  of 
1975  as  dairy  farmers  responded  to  rising  milk  prices  and  a 
more  favorable  milk-feed  price  ratio.  Milk  production  in 
October.  November,  December,  and  January  was  0.9,  1.9, 
2.0,  and  1.8  percent  higher  than  the  respective  year-earlier 
levels.  Total  U.S.  milk  output  during  1975  remained  at 
about  the  same  level  as  in  1 974,  or  nearly  52.5  million  tons, 
since  the  increases  in  yield  per  milk  cow  in  1 974  and  1975 
were  almost  fully  offset  by  the  decreases  in  milk  cows 
during  the  same  years.  U.S.  milk  output  is  expected  to  rise 
about  I  percent  in  1976  as  a  higher  yield  per  milk  cow  will 
more  than  offset  a  small  decline  in  cow  numbers. 

Canadian  milk  output  increa.sed  nearly  5  percent  in  1975 
under  the  stimulus  of  a  CSl  l.()2support  price  for  in-quota 
manufacturing  milk,  and  surpluses  of  butter  and  nonf  at  dry 
milk  have  accumulated.  Canada's  milk  output  is  expected 
to  decline  about  2  percent  in  1976.  The  Canadian  Govern- 
ment, in  order  to  reverse  the  current  imbalance  between 
production  and  demand  and  to  reduce  industrial  milk 
deliveries,  has  allocated  a  maximum  of  CS262  million  to 
the  dairy  support  fund  in  the  1976  77  dairy  year  -a  5 
percent  cutback  fromyear-earlierlevels.  The  lower  support 
f  und  in  the  1976  77  dairy  year  is  expected  to  reduce  ship- 
ments of  manufacturing  milk  by  725,000  tons,  compared 
with  the  1975  76  dairy  year. 

Milk  output  in  .selected  South  American  countries  con- 
tinues a  steady  uptrend.  The  growth  rate  in  South  America 
over  the  past  decade  has  been  the  highest  of  any  region

reported.  In  1975  milk  output  increased  sharply  in 
Venezuela  (+3.7  percent).  Argentina  (+3.4  percent),  and 
Brazil  (+3.9  percent).  Further  increases  are  expected  in 
1976,  with  output  in  Brazil  forecast  to  rise  nearly  5  percent. 
Some  recovery  also  is  expected  in  Chile's  milk  output, 
which  should  reach  near  the  record  1972  level. 

Milk  production  in  the  HC  increased  only  slightly  in 

1975,  mainly  because  of  a  summer  drought.  Declines  in 
Italy,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
West  Germany  were  more  than  offset  by  increases  in 
Denmark,  France,  the  Netherlands,  and  Ireland. 
Preliminary  data  indicate  another  rise  in  F.C  milk  output  in 
1976  -by  about  0.6  percent. 

In  Eastern  Europe  (excluding  the  USSR),  milk 
production  declined  somewhat  in  1 975  after  rising  steadily 
in  the  past  few  years,  but  it  is  expected  to  resume  rising 
( +2. 2  percent)  in  1 976.  USSR  milk  production  in  1 975  was 
slightly  below  that  of  1 974,  primarily  because  of  a  shortage 
of  feed  and  fodder.  Soviet  milk  production  is  expected  to 
hold  steady  in  1976  as  supplies  of  feed  and  fodder  are 
expected  to  become  more  available  later  in  the  year. 

In  New  Zealand,  milk  output  began  a  recovery  in  the 

1975  season  (ended  May  31)  from  the  drought  that 
depressed  output  a  year  earlier,  and  output  in  the  1976 
season  is  expected  to  continue  rising    by  nearly  2  percent. 

In  Australia,  milk  output  declined  3  percent  in  the  1975 
season  (ended  June  30)  and  is  expected  to  further  decline  by 
2  percent  this  season.  This  would  be  the  sixth  successive 
annual  decline  in  Australian  milk  production— down  15 
percent  from  the  1970  level  of  output.  The  decline  initially 
occurred  because  of  drought  conditions,  but  has  since  been 
encouraged  by  rising  costs  of  production  and  theclosingof 
the  EC  as  a  dairy  export  outlet. 

The  increase  in  world  milk  production  in  1 975  and  early 

1976  resulted  mainly  from  higher  yields  per  cow  in  the 
major  producing  countries,  attributed  primarily  to  better 
seasonal  conditions — especially  in  Oceania  and  North  and 
South  America— and  more  plentiful  and/ or  cheaper 
supplies  of  roughage  and  concentrates. 

World  milk  output  is  forecast  to  rise  almost  I  percent  in 

1976,  providing  weather  conditions  for  pastures  and  crops 
are  normal.  Gains  in  the  United  States,  South  America,  the 
EC,  East  Europe,  and  New  Zealand  are  ex^)ected  to  more 
than  offset  declines  in  Canada  and  Australia. 

Butter 

Butter  production  in  the  38  major  producing  countries 
reached  a  record  5.5  million  tons  in  1975,  up  I  percent  from 
year-earlier  levels,  mainly  because  of  the  incentive  of  price 
supports.  Production  gains  in  Canada  and  the  EC  contri- 
buted most  to  the  increase.  In  the  United  States,  the 
seasonally  tight  supply  for  butter  seems  to  have  been 
relieved  and  the  short-term  outlook  is  for  adequate 
supplies.  The  U.S.  wholesale  price  of  butter  fell  almost  30 
cents  per  pound  in  early  .January  after  a  sharp  rise  in  the 
second  half  of  1975.  The  record  or  near-record  low  butter 
inventories  (about  5,000  tons  at  year's  end)  have  served  to 
cushion  this  price  fall. 


World  butter  production  in  1976  is  forecast  to  continue 
rising  by  about  1  percent  as  gains  in  the  EC  (stimulated  by  a 
7  percent  increase  in  intervention  prices)  and  in  Eastern 
Europe  will  more  than  offset  declines  in  Canada  and 
Australia. 

Ending  stocks  of  butter  in  the  major  producting 
countries  in  1975  amounted  to  465,000  tons,  with  the  EC 
and  New  Zealand  holding  more  than  80  percent  of  the  total. 

Stocks  of  butter  are  expected  to  accumulate  throughout 
1976  mostly  in  the  EC  and  New  Zealand  as  a  result  of 
increased  production  and  lower  consumption,  particularly 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  caused  by  rising  retail  prices. 

Butter  exports  declined  7  percent  in  1 975  (from  999,000 
to  927,000  tons),  with  the  major  exporters  being  New 
Zealand  and  the  EC  (including  intra-EC  shipments). 

The  United  Kingdom  continues  to  be  the  largest 
importer  of  butter  because  of  relatively  high  consumption 
stimulated  last  year  by  a  sizable  consumer  subsidy  (22  cents 
per  pound)  and  depressed  domestic  output.  British  butter 
consumption  is  expected  to  decline  sharply  over  the  next 
years  as  consumer  subsidies  are  eliminated  and  retail  price 
rise.  This  shift  will  occur  as  the  transitional  period  for 
United  Kingdom  membership  in  the  EC  is  completed  at  the 
end  of  1977.  Currently,  the  EC  is  seeking  to  reduce  New 
Zealand's  butter  import  quota  in  the  three  post-transition 
years  (1978-1980)  to  ease  the  expected  continued 
accumulation  of  EC  butter  surpluses. 

Cheese 

Cheese  production  in  the  38  major  producing  countries 
in  1975  reached  a  record  of  7.2  million  tons,  0.6  percent 
more  than  in  1974,  as  prices  and  demand  remained  strong 
worldwide.  In  the  United  States,  cheese  production  is 
expected  to  increase  in  early  1976  as  greater  supplies  of 
manufacturing  milk  become  available  and  cheese  prices 
remain  relatively  attractive.  Production  in  other  major 
producing  countries  is  forecast  to  rise  further  in  1976  by 
about  2.5  percent  with  gains  in  all  countries  other  than  the 
Soviet  Union,  Norway,  Portugal,  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  the  Netherlands.  Production  in  1976  is  expected  to  rise 
I  percent  in  the  EC,  7  percent  in  New  Zealand.  I  I  percent  in 
Australia,  and  8.6  percent  in  Canada. 

Beginning  inventories  of  cheese  in  1975  amounted  to 
739,000  tons,  but  ending  stocks  declined  to  722,000  tons, 
indicating  increased  consumption.  The  EC  and  the  United 
States  held  more  than  one-half  these  total  stocks. 

Cheese  exports  in  1 975  amounted  to  963.000  tons,  down 
1.5  percent  from  those  of  1974,  with  the  major  tradingbloc 
being  the  EC  (including  intra-EC  shipments). 

The  decline  in  the  world's  cheese  trade  in  1975  is 
attributed  primarily  to  a  reduced  import  demand.  The 
United  States,  which  had  been  the  third  largest  importer  in 
1974,  sharply  reduced  imports  in  1975  following  the 
countervailing  duty  actions  taken  by  the  U.S.  Government 
against  subsidized  cheese  imports  from  several  countries 
and  the  elimination  of  the  supplementary  import  quota  for 
Cheddar  cheese  that  was  in  effect  in  early  1974. 
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I  he  upward  trend  In  world  cheese  consumption  Is  likely 
to  continue  in  1976.  but  at  a  somewhat  lower  rate  as  a  result 
of  higher  retail  prices  in  most  Western  market  countries. 

Nonfat  Dry  Milk 

Production  of  nonfat  dry  milk  continues  its  long-term 
upward  trend,  mostly  because  of  the  incentive  of  price 
supports  that  have  diverted  fluid  skim  milk  from  livestock 
feed  into  drying. 

Production  in  the  majorproducing countries  reached  3.8 
million  tons  in  1975  and  is  forecast  to  rise  slightly  (+0.4 
percent)  in  1976  as  decreases  in  North  .America  (-5  percc 
and  Oceania  (-6.9  percent)  will  be  more  than  offset  by  ga. 
in  South  America  (+1  percent)  and  F.urope  (+.1  percent). 
U.S.  nonfat  dry  milk  production  rose  slightly  in  1975. 

World  stocks  during  1975  more  than  doubled  from 
827.000  tons  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  over  1.7 
million  tons  at  year's  end  with  the  FC.  the  United  States. 
New  Zealand,  and  Canada  holding  more  than  90  percent  of 
the  total. 


By  mid-February,  world  stocks  of  NFDM  exceeded  1.8 
million  tons  and  were  held  by  the  FC  (  1.1  million  tons). 
New  Zealand  (.mOOO  tons).  I  nited  States  (210.000  tons). 
Canada  (125.000  tons),  and  Australia  ( 1  10.000  tons). 

The  accumulation  of  stocks  is  attributed  primarily  to 
reduced  consumption,  w  hich  has  resulted  from  active  com- 
petition from  other  protein  sources  that  are  a\ailable  at 
relati\ely  low  er  prices.  Currently,  the  FC  is  considering  the 
mandatory  mixini.'  of  600.000  tons  of  nonfat  dry  milk  into 
animal  feed  ngof  an  additional  145.000 

tons  into  foow  i:  ,  .  oposals  are  implemtned.  the 
RC"s  yearend  stocks  of  NFDM  could  decline  from  the 

irrent  level  of  1.1  million  tons  to  600.000-700.000  tons  by 
end  of  19"6.
